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falling Western markets, all co: 
operated to curtail shipments from 
China. The loss fell most heavily on 
Shanghai, shipments from Canton 
having been nearly up to 1902 
figures, either because dealers there 
were more ready to meet the adverse 
market, or because of the better 
yield of the mulberries and worms.” 
There was a decline of Pls. 18,262 in 
native reelings of white silk from 
Shanghai, and of Ple. 3,401 in fila- 
tures. 

Tea, black, green, and brick, showed 
the most considerable increase of all 
China’s exports, amounting to 9 per 
cent for black, 19 per cent for green, 
and 8 per cent for brick tea, and 
these figures would undoubtedly be 
still larger if the foreign exporters 
from China showed anything like the 
energy displayed in Ceylon. The 
difference arises, no doubt, from 
the fact that the exporters here are 
only agents for importers at home, 
while the Ceylon shippers are 
the actual producers. Of the black 
tea shipped from China, Pls, 126,903 
went to Hongkong, where its ultimate 
destination is lost sight of. The ship- 
ments to Great Britain increased by 
Pls, 2,000, to Russia by nearly Pls. 
72,000, and to the Continent of 
Europe by Pls. 3,400; while the ex- 

ort to the United States was Pls. 
67,000 Jess than in 1902, though up 
to the normal average. It will be 
noted with great satisfaction to those 
who have despaired of any revival of 
the use of China teain Great Britain, 
that the deliveries there were ap- 
proximately 103 millions in 1901, 
14} in 1902, and 174 in 1903. ‘This 
is a pitiful showing beside the con- 
aumption of China black fea in Great 
Britain in the sixties, but it is a 
recovery, and it is not due to a pass- 
ing change of taste, but to permanent 
causes. With the recent reduction 
of the duty in China, good, usefal, 
sound Congou can be laid down in 
London at 4}¢. to 5d. a pound, and 
India and Ceylon cannot produce the 
lowest gratles under 6d. With the 
now-expected abolition of inland tas- 
ation'in China, the cos! of tea laid 
down at home will be still farther 
reduced. Mr. Morse points out that:— 

Even with this help much more remains 
to be done to re-establish the China Tea 
trade on a firm basis. With extreme snb- 
division of ‘plantations and consequent 
multiplicity of interests, and with the 
short rush of the China tea scason 
compressing the work of a year into 
two or three months, it is improbable 
that much good will be accomplished 
by the wholesale introduction of the 
methods which have worked such a 
success in British India, though some 
simple hand appliances—for rolling, as 
one instance—might be introduced to 
advantage. There are two directions, 
however, in which concerted action by 
the tea guilds would accomplish much, 
and they are the education of the grower 
and advertising. The Indian growers, 
having taken possession of the black 
tea trade, are reaching out to supply the 
markets for green tea, and are making 
























Jevery effort to have brick tea factories 
established. The Ceylon planters, by a 
systom of bounties varying from 7 cents 
a Ib. in 1901 to 3 cents in 1903 have 
encouraged the growth of shipments of 
Green Tea from 1,600,000 Ibs. in 1901 to 
4 million Ibs. in 1902 and over 11 million 


ibs. in 1903. In nine years they have 
assessed themselves, and have spent in 
advertising, a sum of 2} million rupees. 
The Chinese traders do not yet realise 
tho necessity of advertising, and in this 
they must accept the experience of 
others. Foreign tea buyers can buy 
in India or in China, as they may find 
the most advantage; but the Chinese 
must trade in China, and, if they 
wish to preserve the remains of 
their dwindling trade, they must tax 
themselves as the Indian planters have 
done. On the one hand, they must teach 
the grower how, with little or no expen- 
diture of money, but merely by greater 
care and improved methods, he may pro- 
duce a better tea at the same cost, or the: 
same tea at a less cost; on the other 
hand, they must consult and work in co- 
operation with the foreign buyers, and 
advertise. The Chinese tea traders can 
save the Chinese tea trade and no one 
else can. 

Miscellaneous - exports increase 
year by year, and will go on increas- 
ing as means uf communication im- 
prove. Tonnage entered and cleared 
also goes on increasing, the largest 
absolute increase being, of course, 
under the British flag The total 
amounted last year to over 57} 
million tons, of which 49 per cent 
was British, 17 per cent Chinese, 
14 per cent Japanese, 13 per cent 
German, 2 per cent each Norwegian 
and French, 1 per cent each Ameri- 
can and Russian, and the remaining 
one per cent divided between various 
other flags. 


The movements of treasure that 
came within the cognisance of the 
I. M. Customs showed a net export 
of silver amounting to something 
over six million Haikuan taels. But 
it wou'd be a colossal mistake to 
conclude that Indemnity payments 
or any other drain had impoverished 
China to that extent. How much 
money is brought back to China by 
returned immigrants to Canton is 
unknown. The Amoy Commissioner 
estimates that some six million 
dollars are brought in by returned 
emigrants in hard cash in a year, 
and the Swatow Commissioner puts 
the amount brought in there at 
many millions of dollars; while there 
milar influx at Kiungchow and 
Pakhoi. There is, in fact, nothing 
to canse any serious auxiety in the 
condition of the fureign trade of 
Chin:

THE LAST ATTACK ON 
PORT ARTHUR. 


Tokio, 25th March, 
Admiral Togo, in command of the 
Standing Squadron, reports that the 
Japanese destroyers performed their 
appointed task from the night of 
the 21st until dawn of the 22nd 
instant, and the battleships Fuji and 
Yashima made an indirect bom- 
bardment from Pigeon Bay. 
Early in the afternoon of the 
22nd, the Russian ships steamed out 
from the harbour, the squadron com- 








prising five battleships, four cruisers, 
and ten destroyers. 

No material damage was suffered 
by the Japanese and ,there were no 
casualties. —Our own correspondent.

It is concluded, in reference to the 
engagement a’ Port Arthur on the 
22nd instant, that the steaming out 
of the harbour of nine Russian men- 
of-war may be taken as indicating 
the revival of martial spirit in. the 
Russian squadron since the arrival of 
Admiral Makaroff, but the gallant 
‘Admiral did not dare to engage the 
Japanese seriously with vessels in- 
completely repaired. 

Admiral Togo also had no desire 
to come to close quarters with the 
Russian squalron while the latter 
was under cover of the land b: 
An indecisive result was inevitabh . 

The bombardment frown Pigeon 
Bay by the Fuji and Yashima is 
believed to have had the effect 
desired, and it is wpparent on a 
general view that the Russian ships 
are not in » position to do more than 
defend Port Arthur. 

It is believed that the Russian 

squadron which steamed out to the 
outer harbour consisted of the battle- 
ships Peresviet (12,000 tons), Petro- 
pavlosk (11,000), Pohieda (12,000), 
Poltava 111,000), and Sevastopol 
(11,000), and the cruisers Askold 
(7,000 tons), Bayan (8,000), Diana 
(7,000), and Novik (3,000)—Our own, 
corresponclent.

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ADMIRAL TOGO’S OFFICIAL 
REPORT. 


Our combined fleet manceuvred as 
previously arranged. The two’ 
flotillas of destroyers performed their 
share of work from the night of the 
21st to daybreak of the following 
day outside the harbour of Port 
Arthur. During that time they 
were occasionally fired on by the 
enemy but no injury was sustained. 
Our main fleet and cruisers approach- 
ed Port Arthur at 8 a.m. on the 
22nd inst., and a detachment thereof| 
was sent in the direction of Pigeon 
Bay whence the Fuji and Yashima 
bombarded the harbour, During’ 
this bombardment the enemy's ships: 
came one after another from the 
harbour and a little after 2 p.m. when 
the bombardment ceased there were 
in all five battleships, four cruisers 
and ten destroyers. The enemy 
moving under shelter of the forts ap- 
peared to wish to draw us on. ‘The 
enemy kept up a considerable fire and 
many shells fell near the Fuji but no 
injury was inflicted, Our entire squa- 
dron retired before 8 p.m.

The Bengal also brought 
several bluejackets, some of whom will 
join British men-of-war here while others 
will proceed to Weihaiwei to join their

Ax incident that occurred the last mail 
night (Friday) at the British Post Office 
will perhaps explain why letters properly 
‘stamped and posted for home sometimes 
fail to arrive. A gentleman was trying 
to post a letter, but the box was so full 
[that he could not get it in. An obliging 
Chinaman, entirely unconnected with the 
Post Office, came to his assistance. He 
put in his hand, pulled out a big handful 
of letters and then inserted the one that 
had hitherto failed to get admission, sub- 
sequently cramming all the others back. 
Any passing coolie who has an avidity for 
umused postage stamps, of a curiosity as 
to the coutents of foreign letters, can 
satisfy his longings with impunity by visit- 
ing the box at the British Post Office on a 
[mail night. Gu the night in question, 
[through the exertions of a public-spirited 
foreigner who was passing, 2 municipal 
policeman was at last obtained to mount 
guard over His Majesty’s mails. 

Anovr 10 paw. on Sunday the alarm 
rang out for a fire in No. 4 district, 
‘The Deluge got to the spot first and found 
some houses in an alleyway off Kwangse 
Road, near the Foochow Road, ablaze. 
Although it was difficult of access 
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the firemen soon checked the blaze 
by playing from adjoining roofs. In 
less than three-quarters of an hour the 
fire was under and some of the companies 
had reeled up. The origin of the fire is as 
yet unknown. Four or five small native 
honses were ‘burnt, somo of which 

it is believed, insured. The Deluge engine 
camé out, but was not used. 

Tue death is announced of the author 
of “The Light of Asia,” a work from 
which nine-tenths of the English-speaking 
public derive what impression of Buddhism 
they may have. Sir Edwin wrote many 
other books, aud his articles filled in- 
numerable columns in the “Daily Tele- 
graph,” but his claim to distinction rests 
upon the great epic of Gautama. Born 
in 1832, Sir Edwin had a distinguished 
career at Oxford, where he was Newdegate 
Prizeman in 1853 with a poem on the 
Feast of Belshazzar.” He became a mas- 
ter in the King Edward’s School, Birm- 
mingham, and in 1856 went to Bombay, 
Principal of the Government Deccan 
College, Poona. In 1861, he finally devot- 
ed himself to journalism and travel. Few 
men of letters have possessed so many 
Eastern orders as Sir Edwin Arnold, who 
was created a K.C.LE. in 1888 and’ who 
was decorated at various times by the 
rulers of Siam, Persia, Turkey, and Japan. 
Sir Edwin was thrice married, twice to the 
daughters of English clergymen, and the 
third time to a Japanese lady. 

‘A veny old Shanghai and river hand 
passed away at Chinkiang on Thursday, 
Captain Alphonzo T. Friend. Born at 
Gloucester, Mass., « town made famous by 
Rudyard Kipling, some seventy years 
ago, Captain Friend began his connec- 
tion with the river more than forty years 
ago in one of Dent & Co's steamers. He 
subsequently joined the Shanghai Steam 
Navigation Co., and was in command of 
the paddlo stoamer Szechuen when she 
was lost while in charge of the pilot. 
A quarter of a contury ago he entered 
the service of the Indo-China Steam 
Navigation Co., commanding the Taiwo 
and other steamers. He had at one timo 
charge of the Yuon Fah, Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson & Co’s receiving ship, and 
when gout made it difficult for him to 
continue active sorvico afloat, he took 
charge of the Indo-China hulk at Han- 
kow, and then at hinkiang, where he 
died. He was liked and respected by all 
who came in contact with him. He 
leaves a widow and grown-up son in the 
United States. His remains, in accord- 
anco with his often-expressed wish, are to 
be cremated this afternoon. 
©¥T ux news which we published on ‘Tues- 
day morning of Admiral Makarof’s cruise, 
and that from Newchwang, together show 
what Russia’s respect for neutrality 
amounts to.

nations which could break the resistance 
of the Lamas, England and Russia. Eng- 
land will arrive a good first, and if we put 
‘on one side all considerations of political 
rivalry, and look only at the highest 
interests of humanity, we may be per- 
mitted to hope that England will not be 
content with a half-solution of the Tibetan 
question.” 

Torspay’s “ Echo do Chino” says that 
tho credit for President Loubet's visit 
to Italy was passed in the Uhamber by 
502 to 12 votes. 

Ws have received a letter of remon- 
strance, signed “ A Japanese fond of La 
‘Vérité,” but as the writer does not give 
his real name or any address, wo are 
unxble to publish it. Its counterpart 
appeared recontly in the “Echo de 
Chine.” In a subsequent letter, “A 
Japanese” writes to say that he cannot 
give us his real name and address 
for fear of “ being exposed to the danger 
of a useless quarrelling of any one of my 
countrymen ;” but he must surely know 
that these details are not wanted for 
publication. 

We have received the “Peking and 
Tientsin Times” to the 22nd inst. There 
is a tendency even among the highest of- 
ficials in the north to send their families 
to the ‘south, in view of the possibility of 
complications.—It is stated “thatthe posi- 
tion of the Russians is improving every day 
and the trans-Siberian service is working 


























.dmirsbly, a continual stream of men with 
munitions and stores being regularly main- 
tained." The new activity in regard to 
protective measures around Newchwang| 
on the part of the Russians is being con- 
tinued. Trenches are now being con- 
structed between the Fort and the salt 
pans, a line about 5 or 6 miles long, and 
land mines are reported as being laid all| 
around the coast. Strong patrols are being| 
stationed as far as Kaichou. The Chinese 
have the curious ides that the large quan- 
tities of timber which the Russians are con- 
veying to the trenches is for the purpose 
of setting up dummy soldiers in the tren- 
ches to deceive the enemy! The timber 
is in reality being required for gun plat- 
forms. The Russians have hitherto been 
trying torun their guns without proper 
mounting, with the result that one being 
fired on the mud afew days ago turned 
over and two or threo men were killed. 
Bags for sand-bag barriers aro in great| 
requisition.” 





Ir is evident that when a steamer’s 
time has come, it is no use trying to 
avert her fate. The “Japan” Mail” 
reports that the Genyo Maru, 496 tons, 
which was floated on the 4th instant 
after having been aground in Hirato 
Strait, sank in a gale when she was about 
to be taken to a repairing port. 

We have received Hongkor rs to 
the 26th inst-—-M. G. de Berard, Constl 
of France at Manila for the last thirteen 
years consecutively, died on the 14th 
inst.—The P. & O. S. Palawan was “held 
up” by a Russian destroyer in the Gulf

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THE “INVESTORS’ 
REVIEW” ON THE 
WAR. 


28th March. 


THE thoroughly straightforward 
and able criticism of men and things 
political and financial that distin- 
guishes the “Investors’ Review,” now 
edited by A. J. Wilson and sons, 
loses unfortunately some of its in- 
fluence in consequence of Mr, Wilson's 
inveterate pessimism, It is as arule, 
it must be confessed, well-founded 
and inevitable pessimism, but Mr. 
Wilson never allows enough for the 
recuperative power, latent as well as 
active, in things that look as if they 
had passed into a stage of hopeless- 
ness ; and for the fact that the black- 
est things are never quite as black as 
they are painted, just as on the 
other hand the sun is not spotless. 
Knowing Mr, Wilson’s hatred of war 
under any circumstances, as involving 
an always unjustifiable expenditure 
of blood and money, never compen- 
sated for by the results that even the 
victors obtain, we turned with some 
anxiety to his comments on the pre- 
sent struggle. ‘The first article in 
his issue of the 18th ult. is devoted 
to this subject, and the following is 
his opening paragrap! 

To the last hour we hoped against 
hope, fearing all the time that the con- 
flict now raging had become inevitable. 
From the explanatory’ documents issued 
by the two belligerent Powers it is plain 
that the Russian war party has gained 
the upper hand to an extent which 
rendered diplomacy powerless and the 
Russian efforts. at nogotiation insincere. 
‘The Japanese Government, on the other 
hand, has acted straightforwardly, if 
aggressively, throughout, giving a clear 
definition of its minimum demands at the 
‘outset of the negotiations, and never 
budging an inch from the essential points 
in these demands at any time during the 
dxearily spun-ont exchange of notes. At 
last Japan lost patience, broke off ne- 
gotiations, recalled her Ambassador from 
St. Petersburg, and instantly attacked 
that portion of the Russian fleet lying 
in the roadstead outside Port Arthur. 
‘We cannot blame Japan for taking this 
prompt action, which has been justified 
by success, her first onset having disabled 
three of tho best ships in tho Russian 
navy, and further engagements raising 
the number of the disabled or sunk to 
nine. We may go further, and admit that 
‘our sympathies aro with this Power and 
with harried China, have been so through- 
out. There is, moreover, something that 
appeals to the imagination in the pluck 
‘and resolution with which this, by com- 
parison, small Japanese nation ‘stands 
Up alone to face the Colossus of the north. 
‘At the same time we trust that the bulk 
of our Press will not follow the fashion 
sot by the “ Times ” and others of our yel- 
low organs in heaping indiscriminate abuse 
on the Russians, Both peoples are to 
be commiserated over the war. How- 
ever it ends it must mean.privation and 
suffering to the masses of the population 
in both, ‘Therefore the conflict is not 




















in itself anything to gloat over, nor 
should we allow our prepossessions to 
drive us into mere brutal exultation over 
every blow that Russia may suffer at the 
hands of her determined snd most 
capable antagonist. There is ground 
rather for lamentation that the Czar's 
pacific policy shonld be so completely set 
at naught and derided by the dominant 
war party in his councils. The best 
thing we can hope for is that the triumph 
of Japan will be swift, and so thorough 
that the war may be ended before 
European complications arise, above all 
before England and France are dragged 
within the arena of strife. 

OF course, Mr. Wilson hopes, as 
the warmest friend of Japan amongst 
us hopes, that England and France 
will not Le drawn into the conflict. 
There is no doubt about our being 
involved if any other Power, even 
Corea, were to join hands with 
Russia. Mr. Wilson considers it 
“probable from the nervousness 
displayed by the French Press, and 
the solicitude of tae French Govern- 
ment, that France is very much in 
the same position towards Russia as 
that occupied by us towards Japan.” 
Russia, it is stated, has declined to 
recognise any alliance between Corea 
and Japan, but it is doubtful iff 
France would consider an alliance 
between China and Japan a reason 
for going to Russia’s assistance. It 
is stated, with what authority we do 
not know, that Russia can only cali 
on France if Western Power joins 
Japan. The chance, however, that we 
may be drawn into the strife makes 
Mr. Wilson condemn very strongly 
“a treaty rashly entered upon and 
uncalled for on our part, Had we 
simply maintained,” be says, “ general 
friendliness with Japan, as was quite 
practicable, there would have been 
no appreciable danger of a widening 
of the theatre of war in the manner 
just indicated. Our treaty brings us 
within the danger line, and it is no 
use hiding our heads in the sand, 
crying out that we shall be neutral 
whatever happens. We dare not beso 
in certain very obvious eventualities 
without incurring everlasting dis- 
honour.” There is one serious flaw 
in Mr. Wilson’s argument. As we 
explained more than two years ago, 
our Government had not the option 
of merely maintaining general friend- 
liness with Japan. It is an open secret 
that the King and onr Foreign Office 
were pot at all eager to make the 
alliance, nor was it offered to Japan. 
Tt was, as we explained more than 
two years ago, practically extoried 
from our Government, to whom the 
Japanese Government explained that 
unless we consented to isolate Russia 
by making the alliance in question, 
Japan would be forced to ma 
separate terms with Russia with- 
out regard to the interest of any 
other Western nation, Mr. Wilson 
goes on to deprecate the successful 
effort made by the US. Secretary 
of State, Mr. Hay, “te get the Powers 

















interested to unite in guaranteeing 


the neutrality or integrity of China 
‘for all time.’ There must be,” Mr. 
Wilson. says, “some dread under- 
lying this proposal, unless we are to 
regard it as one more example. of the 
fussy imperialism to which the 
United States Government has com- 
mitted itself ... We do not quite 
see what practical advantage is to be 
gained by any such united declara- 
tion, Does Mr. Hay imagine that 
Germany will give up her’ hold on 
Shantung, that France will ccase to 
bore her way north from her empire 
of Tongking into the Southern 
province (sic) of China, that England 
will surrender Weihaiwei and all 
her pretensions over the great valley 
of the Yangtzekiang?”  Well- 
informed as Mr. Wilson generally is, 
we could wish he were a little better- 
informed as to conditions in China, 
Germany, apart from her forcible 
seizure of Tsingtao, has been scrupu- 
lons in her regard for Chinese 
sovereignty in Shantung, and Mr, 
Wilson probably does not understant| 
that Weihaiwei is in that very 
province, which he evidently con- 
siders has become a German ap- 
panige. Our lease of Weihaiwei as 
8 wateringplace and sanitarium for 
our fleet does not really impair the 
integrity of China, an-l it is obvious 
that the agreement engineered by 
Mr. Hay will check the earth-hunger 
of the Colonia! Party in Franee, “As 
to our claims on the Yangiz: Valley, 
they will not, become” operative 
until the partition of China becomes, 
as we hope it will never become, a 
question of practical polities.

WHY NOT BUY THE 
HILLS? 
30th March. 

A Goop many years ago a proposal 
was brought forward at a Ratepayers’ 
Meeting by Mr. J. L. Scott for the 
Council to be authorised to buy the 
necessary land and incur the initial 
expense for the cutting of a roadway 
to the Hills. A somewhat elaborate 
map ‘was compiled and published 
showing the lie of the land, the places 
to be passed, the distances, etc., ete., 
and there were many arguments ad- 
duced why the proposal should be 
accepted, and the necessary steps at 
once taken to have the scheme carried 
out. Road-making, it was argued, 
was a form of expenditure upon which 
an unending return was certain. The 
wisdom of our prédecessors in laying, 
out the roads to Jessfield, Sicawei, 
and the Point was highly culogised, 








and the present generation” was 
warmly recommended t» follow so 
excellent an example. ‘C= solid ad- 


vantages of good roads were not for- 
gotten. Market produce would be 
enabled to come in so much more 
readily, new building lots would be 
so much more accessible, and in case 
—a very remote one doubtless, but 
still (0 be remembered,—in case of| 
another Taiping or Triad irruption it 
would be so much easier to stop a foe 
ifthere were roads along which 
artillery might advance to meet him. 

‘All these’ were, so to speak, the 
elaborations of side issues, and in- 
tended as a wide-spread net for the

‘The Council was 
authorised to go as far in the matter 
as‘it thought desirable, and so the 
matter was left. 

‘Then it was discovered that, whe- 
ther in view of the proposed action of 
the Shanghai community, or for some 
other reason, large portions of the 
Hills suddenly had fences put round 
them, and the argument drawn was 
unanswerable. If Shanghai was to 
buy miles of road, and pay piles of! 
nioney for the me‘alling of it, only to 
find when the work was completed 
and the money spent that her peop'e 
were to be shut out from the enjoy- 
ment of what a considerable section at 
least of them now get for nothing, then 
it was necessary to think twice befure 
the read should be:niade at all. 

And the thinking bas continued 
ever since. 

A recent attempt has been made 
to revive interest in the scheme, but 
the original doubt hangs over it, ant 
until that is :emoved nothing can be 
done. ‘Tise question therefore arises, 
Why not buy the Hills? They can- 
not be very valuab’e for agricultural 
purposes, and, so far as is known, 
they contain no mineral treasurcs 
‘The Council may plead as precedents 
their purchase of the New Recreation 
Ground, and of the Nursery Garden 
beyond the Well. ‘The first of these 
is” precisely on a par with the 
present proposed purchase. It is 
intended for no other purpose than 
that of recreation. Were this pur- 
chase made the one objection to the 
proposed road would fall through at 
once. ‘he playground which is so 
much to be desired would be held in 
perpetuity for the benefis of the 
community who could never be shut 
out of i:;and under careful control 
such as that now given to the Puvlic 
Garden, the woods there might be 
kept as a heritage of joy and plea- 
sure for ever. There would have to 
be astringent by-law prohibiting the 
use of firearms on or near any of the 
hills, so that one of the greatest of 
charms they possess, the wonderful 
variety of bird-life, should not di- 
minish, Only bird-lovers know what 
a wide ornithological range is to be 
found within the circuit of the little 
group of eminences at our doors. 
We refer, of course to the bird life 
of the warmer months. In winter, 
most of the songsters have gone, but 
from May to October there is a 
wonderful iety of feathered Ife 
including several kinds of wader 
from the most beautiful of white 
egrets to the darkest of its y 
hued cousins, s-me bitterns, and a 
most deticate little water-rail. There 
used to be a populous heronry on 
the first hill, but sonic rich native 






































form a grave yard! Many of the 


family has destroyed it in or'.t to’ 





plumage associnted only with the 
sun. A very richly colozred roller 
is amongst them; golden orioles, 
!paradise Aly-catchers, and the like 
jhelp t» swell the lis’, and taken 
‘altogether, there would, in he hill- 
woods be ample repayment for any 
reasonable expenditure in the bird 
life alone. 

But, as many of ovr readers 
know, there are beauties in the p!ant 
world quite as varied, quite as delight- 
fal, and quite as desirable as those 
just described. In their season, wild 
flowers abound, and with care and 
attrntion could be developed to any 
extent. Many sorts of ferns are 
to be found including the stately 
Osmunda Reg ilis now, we are afraid, 
almost killed out by thoughtless ex. 
terminators. It used to be plentiful 
on the north side of the Monastery 
Hill. 

‘These, however, are delights that 
appeal only to those who-e natur- 
alistic instincts have been developed. 
The beautiful walks, even as they 
now are, and still more as they might 
be, the delightfully pure air, and tha 
wide view, these appe+l to all, and 
re an argument which few would 
re 10 oppose. We ask then once 
more, Why not buy the Hills?

Tho impression seems to be gaining 
ground in the United States that the 
war now raging in tho Fat East will be 
a long one. Tho recent proclamation by 
the Czar, in which he urges his subjects to 
wait with patience until their Govern- 
ment can concentrate the resources 
needed to deal a crushing blow to Japan, 
is considered to indicate that the struggle 
will not be brought toa speedy conclnsior 

The “Evening Bulletin” of Pi! 
phia has the following leading a:.ivle 
on this phase of the quest 

Great masses move slowly and the 
widespread distribution of the Russian 
forces, both on sea and land, necessarily 
makes the task of bringing an overwhelm- 
ing amount of men and materials to the 
scene of action a prolonged process. By 
withdrawing the bulk of their troops into 
the interior of Manchuria, leaving a 
strong garrison to defend Port Arthur 
with the assistance of the vessels there 
which aro still on the effective list, the 
Muscovite commanders apparently ‘have 
it in their power to place Japan at a 
disadvantage. Port Arthur may coneeiv- 
ably be taken in the end, but such an 
exploit is not likely to be compassed 
without a heavy expenditure in lives and 
money on the part of the aggressors. 
Even if it soul fall, that event, al- 
though it would add to the moral prestige 
of Hh ese, would not sovioasly affect 
Russia's powers of resistance in the vast 
extent of inland territory which is now 
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in her possession. ‘The severe winter 
is an ally of Russia, since it must make 
the conduct of extensive military opera- 
tions against her difficult even for the 
hardy and enthusiastic troops of her 
opponent. Even more valuable as an 
ally is time. Each successive month 
should add to her strength in the regions 
within her tenacious grip, witil at length, 
in default of active interference by other 
Powers, this should far outweigh the 
available forees of Japan, Tt was by 
a stubborn, if slnggish defensive policy 
that Russia dealt Napoleon wv from 
which he never recovered. ‘The same 
methods are still at her comand, though 
the mastery of the sea may be wrested 
from her and the outlying fortresses of 
her Eastorn possessions imperiled or 
sncrificed. 











‘The question which is, perhaps, of still 
greater interest and importance, as to 
whether the war between Russia and 
Japan_may be expected to involve other 
great Powers and eventuate in w general 
European war, is being much discussed in 
tho United States. There are not wanting 
many who indulge in the most disquieting 
prophecies anent this subject, and they 
assume that the most recent news from 
several Enropean capitals justifies them 
in the attitude they take. As one paper 
puts it: In the lulls of the conflict 
can be heard the menacing growls of 
other dogs of war, now held in restraint 
by the chains of neutrality.”

Despite her declaration of neutrality, 
Great Britain is taking advantage of 
Russia's present predicament to display 
her true feelings toward Russia, which 
aro far from friendly. British sentiment 
is dictated by British interests and the 
interests of Great Britain in Asia are 
wholly antagonistic to further Russian 

ression in that quarter. ‘The ultimate 
victory of Russia over Japan in the pro- 
sont war would be an absolute disaster to 
British influenco and British trade in 
China, honee it is not surprising that the 
British Governmont is taking measures to 
forestall this probability, even at the 
risk of abandoning a strictly neutral po 
tion. ‘The parliamentary paper in which 
Lord Lansdowne, the Foreign Minister, 
rofers to Russia’s broken pledge to evac- 
uate Manchuria and declares that En 
land is looking for some concrete evidence 
of Russia's intention to fulfil her promises, 
is caleulated to strain the tension between 
the two countries to the danger point, 
Such a paper was the natural sequence of 
Secretary Hay's note to the Powers in be- 
half of the neutralisation of China, with- 
out which it might have been difficult for 
Groat Britain to raiso the question at thi 
time and not appear arbitrary. 
ever may be the result of Mr. Hay’s sub- 
sorvionce to British interests and Lord 
Lansdowne’s plain intimation to Ry 
that she is not allowed to retain Man- 
churia, is, of course, for the future to 
determine, but that they are calculated 
to harass Russia and wenken her prestige 
is plainly evident. ‘The tenor of all the 
dispatches from European capitals ind! 
cates that Russin -has no real friends in 
Europe. No European nation is bound to 
her by ties of race, religion, or self-inter- 
est, not even her anomalous ally, France. 
That mésalliance between a republic and 
a despotic autocracy, directed though it 
was presumably against Germany and as 
a result of conditions largely imaginary 
on the part of France, always has been 
obnoxious to the French people, aud has 
been regarded with levity by the Russians. 





























Whatever views, however, may be held 
as to the probability or otherwise, of 
other nations being drawn into the strag- 
gle. there appears te be a remarkable un- | 
animity of opinion as to the inadvisability | 
of the United States becoming entangled 
in the conflict. Again and again we find 
the statement repeated that America must 
maintain anattitnde of the strictest neu 
In this connection Secretary 
y’s efforts to scenre an agreement 
among the Powers delimiting the scape 
of the w 
met with the enth 
unmy of the most 
all over the country. This step on the 
, a8 one paper concisely 
is in harmony with the interests 
of this country, boeanse our trade requires 
a check to be put upon all schemes for 
the spoliation of China, and it makes for 
peace in that it diminishes the motive for 
fighting, on the Russian sido, at least.”

Our Government has ther 
fore acted with wisdom and with timely 
regard for our welfare in dispatching 
an identical note to the chief European 
Powers, suggesting a notice to Russia aud 
Japan that during the war and after its 
conclusion the neutrality and integrity of 
China be respected. in the Far East 
the nations of the world will not permit 
the issue of the war now begun to ex- 
tinguish their dommercial interests, and 
bring within the control of a Power 
jealous of foreign advantage an important 
portion of the Empire of China, Con- 
ceivably Russia might in the end crush 
the resistance of Japan—although it is 
not quite in that way that the war has 
begun—and find herself free to m 
Manchuria her own and determine the 
fate of Corea. ‘The world will permit no 
such settlement, and it is better that it 
should say so now. 

Weextractfrom the “ Chicago Chronicle” 
the following comments, which show that 
Mr. Hay’s action has by no means met 
with universal approval. It is well to add, 
however, that, so far as wo can gather 
from the papers received by the last mail 
from the States, the views here expressed 
are only held by a sinall minority of the 
American people :— 

At the conclusion of the recent war 
hetween China and Japan the victorious 
Japanese were compelled by the great 
Powersof Europe to snrrender most of the 
antages which they had gained in many: 
bloody battles. Port Arthur, taken by 
the Japanese and then in their posses- 
sion, was given up in obedience to the 
suggestions of the Enropean chancellors. 
This was vhat might have boon called; 
“localising” the wars and  presorving 
the “administrative entities” of the 
ns which had suffered by dofeat. 
‘The vietors in each ease were constrained 
to yield to superior force. It was well 
understood that Russia in one instance 
and Japan in the other, though victorious 
in the wars just closed, had the alter- 
native presented to them of submitting 
to the demands of the great Powers or of 
fighting them all _ single-handed. Of 
course, such a condition could have re- 
Ited’ from nothing except an alliance. 
It is this kind of an alliance, only a more 
objectionable one, if that were possible,

As anation, the people of the United 
ates have ‘slight concem with the 
causes or ontcome of the war, and 
that our Government should be drawn one 
whit nearer to the struggle than now is 
le, Yet every: Ame y 
Ml satisfy himself on which side 
Wt is significant that public 
iy to the cause of 
sympathy of Americans is 
with those who are technically the aggres- 
sors. At first sight the condition presents 
an anomaly. From the time of this na- 
tion's birth a belief in the friendship of 
Russia has existed. Yet when Russia 
enters a war, Amcrican sympathy goes 
out to her antagonist. Why? * The answer 
may be given in a sontence—the bratal 
system of aggression which constitutes 
Russia's expansion policy, and the con- 
scienceless system of lying which constitu- 
tes her diplomacy. ‘The general sympathy 
for Japan is not based npon mere senti- 
mental kindliness toward the smaller an- 
tagonist. It has root in American opposi- 
tion to territorial greed, resentment 
against the diplomacy of heartless lies, 
and admiration for the spirit of liberality 
which is straggling to fiud expression in 
the Island Kingdom. 
‘The following interesting leading article 
on the political situation is extracted from 
the New York Wall Street Journa 


The fear that has prevailed to a large 
extent among business men that the 
presidential election of this year would 
involve some blow to confidence and 
create a scare that would affect the money 
and stock markets, appears to be passing. 
‘Phe political situation is cleai 
is much less doubt thyn there was six 
months, or three months, or even a month 
ago. The outcome of the election secms 
to be already vory well assured by most 
keen observers of the situation. © ‘Tho 
Republican opposition to President 

evelt has absolutely collapsed. His 
political enemies and his financial oppo- 
nents are both “on the rm.” There is 
no longer any doubt whatever as to his 
nomination, and it may safely be predicted 
that that nomination will be by a unani- 
mous vote. No other candidate is in the 
field, and his enemies within his own 
party have been unable to combine upon 
any one calculated to secure popular 
support. The financial interests that have 
been opposed to him have served only to 
increase his strength. ‘They have carried 
on their campaign against him with con- 
spicuous unwisdom, and they are now 
forced into the position where they must 
either give their support to him or else 
to the Democratic candidate; and their 
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support of the Democratic candidate 
might as well be as beneficial to Roosevelt 
in the fight before the people as their 
opposition to him has been in the contest 
for the nomination. 

On the Democratic side there has been 
a procession of candidates paraded before 
the public eye, with the view of testing 
their strength, but not one of them has 
as yet shown the required “form.” It is 
generally believed that there is only one 
Democrat in the United States who 
could put up a contest with President 
Roosevelt with any prospect of success, 
and that man is Grover Cleveland, whose 
candidacy.is very doubtful, in view of his 
letter absolutely refusing to be considered 
in that connection, and in view of the 
ditter opposition against him on the part 
of the Bryanites. ‘The only Democrat 
who hasdisplayed thus farany large degree 
of consistency and courage is Mr. Bryan 
himself, and while he may very likely 
prove to bea powerful factor in the 
Demoeratic Convention, his continued 
advocacy of free silver would make him a 
hopeless candidate. Senator Gorman 
has met with a decided defeat in his own 
State, and his attempt to combine the 
Democratic minority in the Senate against 
the Panama Canal Treaty has resulted in 
complete failure. His prestige has been 
seriously impaired. Judge Parker has 
ben weighed and found wanting in those 
qualities which command suecess in nat- 
ional * politics. Mr. Olney has been 
warmly advocated, but he is himself for 
Cleveland. ‘The only man who has really 
developed formidable strength is William 
Randolph Hearst. His candidacy, which 
some time ago appeared in the light of a 
hinge joka to some people, has now turned 
out to be quite n serions affair. By the 
liberal use of his wealth,by the aid of his 
newspapers, and by his catering to certain 
elements in the ranks of organised labour, 
Mr. Heurst has actually established him- 
self in a position of some political import- 
ance, and he will be a figure of no mean 
proportions in the next National Demo- 
cratic Convention. [tis the belief of polit- 
ieal experts generally that President 
Roosevelt's election in November, barring 
accidents which no mau can foresee, is 
already almost assured,

The death of Senator Hanna has a 
special signi t this time, for his 
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ume has been used by the enemies of 

dont Roosevelt to focus the opposi- 
tion to his nomination by the next Re- 
publican Convention, Although Senator 
Hanna repeatedly said that he was not a 
candidate for the nomination, and has 
continued in friendly relations with 
President Roosevelt, nevertheless there 
has been a strong effort made to rally 
aroyn¢ hin: the various clements, financial 
and otherwise, in the Republican Party 
which have desired to defeat the Presi- 
‘lam for another term. His death of 
conrse stags to naught all of these 
efforts. Let it be said, in justice to 
Senator Hanna’s memory, that there is 
absolutely uot a shred of evidence going 
to show tin. Cireetly or indirectly, openly 
or secrotly. he gave any aid or encourage- 
ment to tie movement to make him a 









































candidate inst the President. He 
goes to his death without a cloud 
upon his reputation, and with the 


general regard of the whole country. 
He had the satisfaction of having 
lived long enough to have removed 





the impression, which was created 
in the campaign of 1896, that he was the 
incarnation of capitalism and corruption 
in national polities, an impression which 
was created by the cartoonists and poli- 
tical paragraphers. He was not mere 
money in polities, as so many believed at 
that time. He was character in politics. 

‘The absorbing interest taken by the 
American people in the struggle now in 
progress in this part of the world, does 
not prevent them giving some attention 
to conditions much nearer home, and 
which, in the opinion of many, threaten 
complications which promise to be inter- 
esting and may prove serious. 

Under the heading of “The Nuisance 
of San Domingo” the “Chicago Chron- 
icle” thus refers to one of these per- 
plexing questions :— 

‘The latest news from San Domingo 
asserts that the United States consular 
office at Samana has been entered by 
armed insurgents who forcibly took two 
refugees from the protection of its walls, 
and it is stated that the administration 
has instructed Minister Powell to demand 
prompt and full reparation. In the 
meantime the apparently deliberate 
killing of an American naval seaman on 
board a government launch has not yet 
beon atoned for. To crown all it is reported 
that President Morales, of the Domini- 
can Republic, who is fighting for power 
and life against the insurrectionary 
forces, has requested the United States 
to declare a protectorate over the terri- 
tory nominally subject to his government. 
Taken together, these elements of the 
situation increase the perplexity of the 
problem. Demands for reparation for 
outrages against the American flag or for 
attacks on the property of American citi- 
zens who own plantations on the island 
might be effective if ‘there were any ro- 
sponsible and stable government to deal 
with. But when San Domingo is torn by 
the struggles of several factions, neither 
of which is strong enough to establish 
and maintain itself in authority, the 
ordinary course of procedure is not likely 
to be of much avail. As for the pro- 
tectorate proposition, it is manifest that 
the question involves issues that demand 
careful consideration. The suggestion 
that the United States should make itself 
accountable to the rest of the world for 
occurrences in this nest of black and 
yellow auarchy is altogether too radical 
to be hastily accepted. Such a policy 
would necessitate the landing and main- 
tenance of a large force of American 
troops in San Domingo. It would make 
that unstable community as dependent 
upon this country as the new State of 
Panama, and would constitute the first 
step in a programme whose ultimate 
result could hardly be anything else than 
annexation. 

There are, in the papers to hand, 
several indignant protests against the 
system which is responsible for the increas- 
ing number of deaths on the American 
railroads. Under the heading of “An 
Impressive Casualty List” the “ Evening 
Bulletin” of Philadelphia says 

According to the figures ofticially given 
out by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, more than one thousand persons, 
including 109 passengers, were killed on 
American railroads in the months of July, 
August, and September, 1903. This 
showing has no reference to the memor- 
able and fatal accidents which occurred 
in the early portion of the present winter, 
which will apparently send the percent- 
age of casualties up still further. It does, 
however, reveal the fact that for the 
quarter in question the number of persons 


























Killed on railroads exceeds by 181 the 
record of the preceding three months. 
The number killed in actual train acci- 
dents is 280, or fifty greater than for the 
period immediately preceding. If this 
proportion should be carried out for a 
year, it would mean that over eleven 
hundred men and women would lose their 
lives as the results of collisions and do- 
railments, while the total number of 
deaths would reach four thousand, to say 
nothing of the more or less serious in- 
juries received—a casualty list groator 
than has been witnessed in many import- 
ant and historic battles. 1t is only fair 
to point out that disasters to trainmen, 
due in some instances presumably to 
their own carelessness, are much more 
numerous than injuries to passengers. 
But when deductions aro made for that, 
it is still evident that there is, in many 
portions of the Union, a degree of reck- 
Tessness or negligence in running trains 
which is inexcusable. ‘The argument for 
passenger conches massive enough to 
escape destruction in ordinary wrecks is 
made stronger than ever by this impros- 
sive record.

Stops have been taken 
to open a Girls’ School; buildings are 
provided, and many more applications 
have been made by prospective pupils 
than coiild be accommodated. If a 
suitable teacher can bo procured, the 
school will soon open, with about twenty 
pupils. 

An Untimely Death. 

‘News has been received of the death of 
ason of Mr. Kao Yiiin-ling, one of the 
foremost of the gentry of Hangchow. The 
Kao family are not only one of the most 
influential families in Hangchow, but 
are also of tho most enlightened.’ The 
young man who has just died was in 
Tapan, seeking to fit himself to be of uso 
to his country by the widest possible 
edneation. His parents are very sad on 
account of his death, their son heing a 
young man of unusnal promise. 





Going Home. 

Several members of the foreign com- 
munity are leaving on furlough at this 
time ; among them the Rev. J. H. Judson, 
president of the Hangchow Presbyterian 
College, with his family; Miss Barnes, 
C. M. S., and Miss Emerson, 8. P. M. 
The Chinese head-master in the Hang-

What 
might be the connection between bios- 
cope exhibitions and trouble in the North, 
they did not attempt to explain. Ex- 
hibitions of this kind are appreciated by 
the Thinese, and have an educational 
value greater than might at first be 
thought; and it seems unfortunate 
that permission should have been refused 
in this case, One regrets to feel that some 
of the highest officials, of whom better 
things were expected, appear in many 
ways to be retrogressive rather than 
progressive.

A visit to the Hsiaokan Lepers. 

A short time ago, in fulfilment of a 
long-standing promise, I went out to 
Hsiaokao, a district city about 40 miles 
to. the north of Hankow, to spend the 
week end with my friend Dr. Fowler, who 
is in charge of the medical work of the 
London Missionary Society in that city. 
In days gone by, the journey took from 15 
to 2 hours or even longer, but_on this 
ocexsion, taking advantage of the Lu-Han 
railway,'I left Havkow at 7.20 a.m. and 
arrived at the Hsiaokan station, 8 miles 
from the city, soon after 10 o'clock. It is 
now possible to spend two or three hours 
in the city and to yet bck to the station 
in time to catch the return train that 
reaches Hunkow about 6 p.m. I mention 
this fact for the benefit of any persons, 
residents in Hunkow or visitors to the 
port, who may foel inclined to see for 
themselves the iustitution that Tam about 
to describe. Probably by writing to Dr. 
Fowler a little in advauce of ‘their inten2- 
ed visit, they might find he could fix « 
date when he would have an hour free in 
the middle of the day, himself to show 
them over the place. The Asylum for 
Lepers is by no means the principal 
feature of the London Missionary 
ciety's work in Hsiaokan. nor is the car 
of it by any means the whole of Dr. Fow- 




































ler’s share in that work, but it is perh

Without " substantial bel 
however, from otlier quarters besides 
Society ‘just referred to, the work in 
Hsiavkan could never have attained to 
its present dimensions, Du:ing the past 
year, for the second time in its history, 
the ‘buildings hsce beon considerably 
enlarged, and the e are now wards that 
will accommodate about sixty inmates. 
On the Sunday T there I at. 
tended Divine Service iit. the temporary 
cbapel of the Asylum. Some forty lepers 
were present and a more orderly or 
attentive congregation I could not have 
wished (o sea, Some of them were mere 
, others were middle-aged, x very few 
may have been elderly men, but the sight 















presented by all these poor fellows was 


a very pathetic one. Nearly all bore 
marks of their terrible disease written 
manifestly on their faces. Some of them 
could hardly hold their books, their fingers 
having already been consumed by leprosy. 

spoke to several after the service, and to 
others on another visit paid next day. All 
seemed to answer brightly and to manifest, 
#8 well they might, great affection for, and 
gratitude to, their’ Kind and sympathetic 
joctor, From end to end, every part of the 
building and all the arrangements, both 
indoor and without, struck me as being a 
very model of cleanliness and of well plan- 
ned arransement. ‘The men all wore a 
neat and becoming uniform of blue ealico, 
and T could not but con‘rast in my mind 
their present condition and surroundings, 
with the miserable squalor and dirt and 
wretchedness’ from which many had been 
rescued that they might spend the rest 
of their days in these hapny surroundings, 
aud under Christian influence. All the 
patients who are capable or sorking, find 
easurable relief from the wenotony of 
leper existence in making x which 
there is « considerable de. in the 
neighbourhood. Tt needs mat ty be said 
that all their work when finished iv 
scrupulously disinfected before it passes 
into. the hands of purchasers. she sule 
of this work helps to some suall extent 
to defray the cost of patienta’ food.

A Sympathetic View. 

‘There is staying in Shanghai a gentleman 
who has considerable interests “in Port 
Arthur, whero he has resided for the last 
three years, who left there with his wife and 
family rather more than a fortnight azo, 
and Who has as late information about the 
real condition of the port as ansone. In an 
interview, which he courteously accorded a 
representative of this paper yesterday, the 
gentleman stated at the beginning thar 
though a Britisher, he had many Russi 
friends and that his srmpathies were with 
the Russians in the war. He added the be- 
lief that the Russians would be victorious 
and possibly in a shorter time than is 

thought. 
Port Arthur itself has suffered, he saxs. 
comparatively little from the successive bam- 
hardments. “This is partly due to the 
fact that a large percentage of the shells 
thrown in by the Japanese fleet have failed 
to explode. Many of them appear to be 
armour-piercing shells and require some 
massive resistance to cause them to explode. 
Tn the new town, moreover, the houses are 
ve scattered and at the distance from 
which the Japanese have to fire they cannot 
aim with any certainty: in fact ther might 
go_on for ‘months without inficting any 
serious damage. This seattered character of 
the new town would make a general conflaga- 
tion highly improbable.

In his view Port Arthur can never be 
taken by assault, and will not easily be 
starved out. There are provisions for at 
least 18 months, and meat, of which alone 
there is likely to be any scarcity, can be 
brought in easily from Manchuria” by the 
railway. So complete are the supplies of 
flour that an American ship in port. was al- 
lowed to leave with 6,000 bags on board. 

On land as on sea, our informant considers 
the Japanese will have a very difficult task 
before them. The Russian troops in 
Manchuria are good fighting material and 
the railway is bringing out reinforcements 
with great rapidity. "The end of the war will 
be. he thinks, that the Japanese will be ex- 
pelled absolutely from Manchuria, and Rus- 
sian interests will predominate in Corea. 

‘That this should be so, he does not regard 
in the light of a calamity. It is the Russians 
who have spent the money in Manchuria and 
given it prosnects of prosperity, while no 
other Power has troubled itself. As for the 
trade, the Russians do not seem to care 
much. Most of it is already in the hands of 
other nationalities who can carry on their 
operations as freely under the Russian flag, 
as under the Stars and Stripes.

Marquis Ito in Corea. 
Marquis Ito, G.C.B., President of the 
Privy Council,’ special Japanese Ambassador 
to the Emperor of Corea, had an audience 
on the 18th inst. when "ho presented” an 
autograph letter of the Japanese Emperor to 
his neighbouring sovereign. His Excellency 
had another informal audience with the 
ever on the st inst, when His Majesty, 
it is said, asked the Japanese veteran not 
to spare his help for Corea, " to the end that 
the ‘same success may be achieved in Corea 
as that which he has made for his own coun- 
tay for many years.” — Marquis Ito replied 
to the Emperor in courteous terms, and 
presented his views that Corea should not 
make any hasty reform in view of the pre- 
sent war, that any expansion of military 
armament just now would especially be ai 
error, that ‘utmost efforts should be exhiaust- 
ed towards education in order to gradually 
Promote the nation’s knowledge, and that 
the most intimate relations must be in- 
stituted between tho Imperial Courts of 
Japan and Corea, ‘The Marquis further 
stated that he had long highly esteemed th 
intelligence of the Emperor amd hoped Hi 
Majesty would succeed in enhancing the 1 
ministration of State. It is believed 
these pacific statements of the Marquis have 
given composure to the Corean Court 
nfirmed its idea of relying on Japon. The 
Emperor his conferred upon Marquis Ito a 
decoration corresponding to the Japanese 
Grand Cordon. Seven members of the Mor- 
quis suite including Mr. K. Tsutsuki, 
have also been granted fitting decorations. 


Military Appointments. 


On the 17th inst., Lieut,-General Baron 
Yamaguchi, Commander of the Fifth (Him. 
shime) Division was relieved of his. nost 
and replaced by Lieut.-General Uyeda. 
chief of the stall of the Inspector-General of 
Military “Education. ‘The removal of 
General Yamaguchi “appears, to imply, that 
the Hiroshima Division is to be included in 
the third expeditionary army, the prin- 
cipal staff of the second army having re- 
cently left Tokio. Baron Yamaguchi’ was 
simultaneously promoted to full General and 
appointed a member of the High Council of 
War. General Terauchi, Minister of War, 
additionally holds the Chiefship of the Stail 
of the Inspectorate-General of Military 
Education. 


A Corpse and its Coffin. 

An incident took place on board a certain 
transport at Saseho on the 13th inst., when 
the bodies of the Japanese warriors who 
fell in the Port Arthur engagement of the 
10th inst., were brought there, together 
‘with the wounded. On her arrival, a nuin- 
ber of coffins were ready on board and all 
were filled except one, which had been pre- 
pued for the gallant Chief Engineer 
‘Minamizawa, who Was injured on the dos. 
troyex Kasumi. Upon enquiries being made 
for the body, a man lying among the 
wounded, it is ‘suid. cried at the top of 
voice: “Here is the corpse of Minami 
zawa!” Tt was Minamizawa.

If we did not know that 
Russia had long been exerting all hor 
energies in the preparation for war and 
had “been pursuing an aggressive 
policy quite inconsistent with devotion 
to peace, this circumstantial and evidently 
roliable account of her attitude on the 
Fashoda question would be suflicient to 
prove the mendacity and hypocrisy of 
this precions communiqué. However, it 
was evidently not intended to impose on 
foreign uations—only to deceive the 
ignorant subjects of the Czar. -As for the 
White Book, it only proves once more 
the extreme—one might almost say the 
excessive—moderation with which our 
objections to Russia’s pretensions in 
Manchuria were urged. 

The Fiscal Debate. 

The division on Mr. Morley’s amend- 
ment to the address resulted on Monday 
ina majority of 51 for the Government, 
whose normal majority in the House of 
Commons is about 110. This was not 
quite so good as the Opposition had hoped 
for. {t is related indeed, that Mr. 
Labouchere entered into a betting trans. 
action by which he was to pay a sovereign 
for each figure that the majority rose 
abore 45, or to receive a isovereign for 
each vote below 45. But the Opposition 
have two consolations. In the first place 
the number of Unionist “Free Fooders” 
who had the courage to vote against the

Ttwas significant, too, that the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer was not allowed to 
open his mouth during the debate on the 
amendment—a circumstance which was 
not unnaturally made the subject of strong 
comment by the Opposition, One would 
naturally expect tho Finance Minister 
to voice the opinion of the Government

Mid-Merts, 

‘Tho bottling-up of the Pro-Chamber- 
lain members of the Governnient on 
Monday is of course widely attributed 
by their opponents to the result of 
tho Mid-Herts olection, which was 
amouneed on Saturday. ‘Che return of 
a Liberal candidate thero is certainly 
the must remarkable victory that tho 
Opposition havo scored, although his 
majority was only 132; for Mid-Horts is 
in the midst of that area of Home County 
constituencies which have long-boen over- 
whelmingly, Conservative. Outside of 
Essex no Home County constituonoy 
has hitherto returned a Liberal for moro 
than thirty years. Moreover, Mr. Vicury 
Gibbs, the ‘Conservative eandidato, was 
the old member, a man of wealth aud 
influence and of great personal popularity. 
He had been obliged to resign hig seat 
for a technieal reason, aud he is a mem. 
ber of Mr. Chamberlain's “Tariff Con 
mission.” It is, indeed, admitted, even 
by the strongest supporters of Mr. Cham- 
berlain in the Press, that there has been 
at the very least a temporary reaction 
against the first enthusiasm aroused by 
his scheme. Sinco the beginning of the 
year there have been four by-elections, 
for seats which were held by three 
Ministerialists and one Liberal. ‘They 
are now held by four Liberals, ‘There 
are still three by-elections to bo fought. 
OF these Mr. Powell Williams's scat in 
Birmingham is regarded as safo; the 
Liberals have every hope of gaining ono 
seat in Dorsetshire, left vacant by Mr. 
Strutt’s succession to the peerage as 
Lord Alington ; and on the other hand, 
the Conservatives have a good chance 
of winning a seat in Dublin. Mr. 
McCann, the Nationalist. member for 
St. Stephen’s Gregn, who has just died, 
was a man of means, who devoted him: 
self much more enthusiastically to the 
promotion of Irish industries than to the 
Home Rule cause, and it was to his 
personal popularity and to the moderation 
of his views that he owed his election 
in-a constituency in which normally the 
Unionists slightly outnumber the Home 
Rulers,

The Reformed War Oilice. 
Evidently a hitch has occurred in 
regard to the appointment of the first 
Inspector-General of the Army. On 
Monday a notification of Earl Roberts's 
resignation of the office of Commander. 
in-Chief reached all the newspaper offices, 
accompanied by an intimation that 
© Bobs” would retain his seat on the 
Defence Committee and would continne 
to receive his full salary during the 
unexpired portion of the term for which 
he was appointed. A little later came 
an official request. that this information 
should be held back for twenty-four hours, 
by which time it was hoped that the 
name of the first Inspector-Goneral would 
be announced. Most journals of course 
acceded to this reqnest, but not all. The 
“Daily News” published the announce- 
ment of Lord Roberts's retirement, and 
added a sensational: story to tho effect 
that he and others of the Headquarter: 
staff had reeoived their orders to quit 
without notice under cirenmstances of 
gross discourtesy. That story has since 
been shown to ne absolutely false. Lord 
Roberts acquiesced willingly in the 
changes which have beon made by the 
new Army scheme, and no discourtesy or 
wrong has been done to those who der 
that scheme have of necessity heon re- 
placed. But we are still waiting to 
know who is to be the luspeetor-General. 
‘The fact that the Duke nf Connaught has 
made a ilying visit to Loudon from Ire- 
land, and that efforts have beon niade to 
keep the visit secret, has led to a strong 
belief that the appointment has been 
offered to his Royal Higimess, and that 
he attached to his acceptance conditions 
which are still under consideration. On 
the other hand, I have heard it declared 
by military experts that any offer of the 
ottice to the Duke must have been 
made formally in the expectation that

‘THE PROPOSED MARTYRS’ 
MEMORIAL. 
To the Editor of the 
“Nonra-Cama Darty News.” 

Sm,—Your Tientsin correspondent in 
your issue of the 15th inst. gave the first 
expression to some feelings which I expect 
are very common concerning the proposed 
Martyr Memorial building in Shangh: 
‘To some who received the original cir- 
cular it seemed almost ridiculous that 
Shanghai of all places should have a 
memorial, and such a memorial. Mis- 
sionaries ‘and native Christians died in 
the squalor and enmity of native cities ; 
and it is there they should be memo- 
rialised ; first, becauso there they suffered, 
next, because it is there that they being 
dead would yet wish to speak. 

‘The world is running rather wild just 
now on big things for external show. 
Large buildings (partly let for secular 
purposes and being a good investment) 
seem to some necessary for the-advance- 
ment of Christian work. Let those who 
believe so have it 80; but don’t let the 























name of Martyrs’ Memorial be attached. 
It reminds one too much of Queen Vic- 
toria’s Jubilee, when the long-desired 
village pump or much-desiderated public 
clock got its chance at last, and with an 
extra effort was erected as a Jubilee 
Memorial ! 

In such a case as the present those 
who do not agree with the plan put the 
circular aside unanswered. It is a diffi- 
cult thing and ungracious to write back 
and protest, especially when that is not 
what is wanted. A few, however, write; 
and approve; their names are published ; 
others follow their lead, and gradually the 
thing comes to look as if it were generally 
and enthusiastically supported ; whereas j 
a majority may disapprove, a minority 
follow the lead of the more active, and 
only a few be really enthusiastic. It 
would be interesting to know just how! 
things stand in this matter. i 

T live where no martyrdoms took place; 
I believe in a Martyrs’ Memorial and 
would give my subscription ; but I believe | 
that a column of stone, a window in a{ 
church, or some such thing is as much as 
should’ be done in Shanghai, while the 
bulk of the money should be devoted to 
actual Christian work in the interior of 
the country, especially in those places 
where martyrs died. 

The Taiynanfu University is something 
more in the way of a suitable memorial.

WAR 
NOTES AND NEWS 





28th March. 


It has been predictéd with some con: 
fidence that, once the Japanese got their 
forces in Corea well on the march, they 
would have little difficulty in rolling back 
such Russians as were south of the Yalu. 
According to the news from St. Peters- 
burg this process has already begun and 
the prudent commanders of the Cossacks. 
are falling back all’along the line. That 
the Russians have been in some strength 
in North Corea has been  ovident from 
several skirmishes with outposts; which 
would not be thrust forward unless there 
wero some substantial support behind 
them. The Japanese plan seems to have 
been to take its enemy on cither'flank, one 
division marching northwards from the. 
west coast and another making’ its way 
over the mountains from Gensan on the 
Exst coast. Together these bodies will 
forma screen which was to have been| 
gradually advanced northwardsand which, 
a8 was imagined all along, will meet with 
little-opposition till it reach the Yalu. 
Unless the unexpected happens, Corea 
will hardly seo any fighting after all: 

The river Lino is now free of ico and 
interest intensifies in the situation at 
Newchwang. ‘The Russian civil admi 
trator there has. notified the shipping 
agents that trading vessls will be 
mitted to enter the port, but that 
order to do so they must first anchor in 
Deep Hole and submit to an examina- 
tion. - They are also restricted to. the 
hours between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. Parti- 
culars of tho formalities to be observed 
willbe found in offi inthis issue, 
The shipping agents are naturally desirous 
of knowing by what right the Russians, 
propose to examine British ships trading 
to one of the open ports of China. The 
arrival of the Japanese is expected 
at the port at any moment, to add to the 
complications or perhaps to disentangle 
them, 

We understand that the remaining 
armaments of the Mandjour wore re- 
‘moved yesterday, and that the Japanese 
Consul-General and the Commander of 
the Akitsushima are now satisfied that 
the Russian gunboat has been rendered 
harmless. The Akitsushima will it is 
expected, therefore, leave Woosungto- 

Tho British str.’ Foxton Hall arrived 
here from Chefoo on Saturday. Thoso 
on board have nothing to add to the-ac- 
counts of the bombardments of Port 
Arthur that have alreaily:been published. 
They state that there is little news of the 
war to be had in Chefoo and they were 
looking to the newspapers here for further 
news. ‘Tho fourth engineer of the Foxton 
Hall, who was injured in the first bom- 
bardment of Port Arthur by a splinter of 
a shell, is still in hospital at Chefoo.

“L, & *. Express” notes that the Russian 
Government sent a certain quantity of 
provisions and stores to the Far East by 
railway before forwarding the troops; 
but tho operation showed incidentally 
that except the Warsaw military district, 
not a single district of the Empire was 
properly provided for. All other pro 
visions were to come from America or 
were to be sent from Odessa by sea. 
Everything that left the Black Sea ports 
aftor Now Year's Day must be regarded 
as unlikely to reach its destination. For 
this reason the provisioning of the army 
in the Far East is causing great anxiety, 
as nothing can be obtained there in winter 
time, not even forage for horses. Even 
were the railway in perfect order, it 
could not feed more than 150,000’ to 
180,000 men. As, however, great. irre- 
gularities have occurred in the construc- 
tion‘and trafic management of the railway, 
and as the line is now obstructed by 
trains carrying rails, sleepers, and building 
materials, the anxioty is greater than it 
would otherwise be. 

Stripped of the sensational headings the 
following is the telegram, describing in full 
detail the attack on Port Arthur and its 
fall, which has since been specifically 
denied by the Russians. It appeared in 
the “Hongkong Telegraph,” not the 
London “Daily Telegraph,” and tho 
editor added a note that the news was 
“unconfirmed.” 








Tokio, 21st Mare 

Several brigades of the Japanese army 
were landed to the north of Port Arthur 
on the evening of the 19th. 

A violent fire was immediately oponod 
on tho city from the heights anda general 
attack took place. 

Tho fighting lasted incessantly for 
sixteen hours, 

It was of a most desperate character 
and the losses on both sides were 
enormous. 

Sixteen Japanese warships co-operated 
in the attack, and the forts and town 
wore submitted to a continued and terrific 
bombardment from seawards, 

The attack on the town from the roar 
was made by all the brigades, whose con- 
coutrated fire and rapid advance swept 
the Russians from their positions. 

A continous and sovere fire by the 
Japanese infantry and artillery, the guns 
throwing shell from superior’ positions, 
was maintained for six hours, during the 
main attack. 

After a final advance the Japanese 
army took possession of Port Arthur.

TRIAL TRIP OF THE 
LINGKONG. 


On Tuesday afternoon, the new tow-boat 
Lingkong, built by Messrs. 8. C. Farnham, 
Boyd and Co., to the order of the Kochien 
Transportation Company, had a most suc- 
cossful trial trip. Starting from the P. 
and O. jetty about 2 p.m. a course was 
taken up river to a point about three 
miles above the Pagoda and back, about 
22 miles in all. Although the weather 
was dull, the trip was much enjoyed by 
all on board and the new boat gave every 
satisfaction to the representatives of both 
builders and owners. 

‘The Lingkong is a tow-boat, which can 
also be used a8 a passenger tender, built 
‘of mild steel throughout. Her dimon- 
sions are: length over all, 72 ft. 6 
moulded depth 10 ft. 6 in; and 
draught yesterday in ballast was-8 feet aft 
‘and 4 feet forward. Her contract: speed 
for towing 500 tonsis 10 knots, but yes- » 
terday sho averaged close upon 11 knots 

She is fitted with compound, 
engines, and one 
cylindrical multitub oiler, working at 
a pressure of 120 Ibs. per squa 
She hasa displacement of about 60 tons 
‘and her indicated horse power is 185. Sho 
is most compactly built and is probably 
‘one of the most effective and at the same 
time {most economical boats of her size on 
the river. Her future work will be the 
towing of juuks ard lightors on the river 
between Shanghai and Woosung. Sho has 
excellent saloon and crew accommodation, 
is most strongly built throughout and 
apparently very easily handled, turning 
in the water like a skiff. 

The vessel having boon put through 
various mancouvres and her speed 
thoroughly tested, an adjournment was 
made to the saloon, where champagne 
was opened and Mr. John Ford, super- 
intending engineer for the owners, in & 
few words proposed success to the new 
boat and to her owners. In reply, Mr. J. 
Tulloch, representing Messrs. Hopkit 
Dunn and Co., agents of the Kochien 
Transportation Company, expressed his 
‘and the owners’ satisfaction with their 
new acquisition and paid a high compli- 
ment to the buildors, Messrs. Farnham, 
Boyd and Co, with whoso name ho 
coupled-that of Mr. R. B. Mauchan, who 
had suporintonded the building of the 
vessel and who was mainly responsible 
for her. . He mentioned the fact that the 
contract called for her to be completed 
instant and—an unusual 
‘cocurrence—she was ready and had 
builders’ trial trip about that date. In 









































reply, Mr. Mauchan thanked Mr, Tulloch 
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for the kindly reference to the builders 
and jhimself, disclaiming much personal 
responsibility. He said that he w: 
confident that the boat would prove 
effective and economical, as had a former 
boat built by Messrs. Farnham, Boyd and 
Co. on similar lines. 

After a very pleasant trip, Shanghai 
was reached shortly after four o'clock.

OF THE WAR.

To say that Russia is fighting mévely for 
ice-free ports on the Pacific, and Japan for 
an outlet in Corea, would’ be to make a 
superticial analysis of a much yreater con- 
test. The fight is between Eastern and 
Western civilisation—a strife that is trace- 
able to the very beginnings of recorded 
history. If Japan wins, the East will have 
the chance to reassert itself and to develop 
along national lines. If Russin conquers, 
the East generally will sink to the position 
of vassal and customer of the West. ‘The 
alternative is admitted even by those who 
perceive it obscurely. Secretary Hay's 
ciroular note in behalf of Chioi - 
ministrative entity ” indicates the fear lest 
Europe, headed by Russia, may absorb

China ; the ** Speoiator's” gloomy vaticina- 
tions ‘against a domineering Japan are 
causod by the dread that the Bast wil 


come to self-consciousness and throw off.

Considered from this point of view, the 
present war is likely to ve a turning-point 
in history.

Manchester 
prints and Brummagem ware, articles made 
in Germany, ind American cottons have 
been much better battle-cries than “The 
Koran or the sword.”

People with goods to sell and super- 
ficial observers generally would welcome 
this obscuration of the Kast. ‘To them it 
would mean the final triumph of our com- 
mercialised civilisation. Uthers more al- 
truistically see a providential movement 
redeeming pagans to Obristianity.

body reems to regret the probable di 
appenrance of a highly interesting life, of a 
society very humanely organised, 
peculiar apti‘udes for the graces’ of life 
and for beautiful handicraft, Tn theso 
essential matters, as the Javanese 
scholar Okakura has recently said, the 
East is one against the West. It’ pre- 
sents yrext uniformity aud an. estab- 
ished social order against the individ- 
uslisa: of the West ; with this goes a cer- 
tain fatalism and ‘submissiveness which 
deprives the universal lot of poverty of 
its sting, and a real community of ideas 
which transcends superficial systems of 
caste and makes a genuine social democ- 
racy. Finally, the tradition of leisurely 
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and beautiful craftsmanship, which the 
‘West has forgotten, places the reward of 
labour where it belongs, in the interest. of 
the work itself, ‘These are advantages not 


to be despised, and only the very unima- 
ginative will marvel at the “

Chiof Justice. 

Rex v. Joux Witiae Stewarr, 


John William Stewart was indicted 
for stealing a bicycle, -the property of 
Alfred William Whitlow; and for retain- 
ing it, well knowing it to have been 
stolen, 

Mr. W. A. C. Platt prosecuted for the 
Crown. 

Prisoner pleaded ‘not ‘guilty’ to the 
first indictment; ‘guilty’ to the second. 

Ho said—I am not guilty of stoaling 
the bicycle from the Club. I ‘consider 
myself guilty of retaining the bigycle 
after it camo into my possession. 

Mr. Platt, on behalf of the Crown, said 
ho would not press the first charge, but 
would accopt tho prisoner’s plea of guilty 
on the second charge. 

His Lordship (to prisoner)—Havo you 
anything to say why sentence should hot 
be passed upon you? 

Prisoner—I have to say that it was 
Burns’ night, and we were keeping the 
festival as usual. We were singing--one 
thing and another—Scotch songs, and 
drinking to the memory of Burns, ‘and I 
got too much that night—along with a 
few friends. I went from tho hotel 
about eleven, to take a walk, with my 
friends. We went down to the Club and 
heard a speoch and song. My friend 
came out with me and lifted -the bicycle. 
He took it along the Canton Road, but 
could not ride it. He said: “Do you 
think you can manage it ?” 
after a few trials to ride it about.” I 
went too fast for his ricsha to keep up, 
and lost him, and did not see him again 
until next day,

In reply to His Lordship, prisoner said 
he was well known in Shanghai, but none 
of his friends were present. Mr. Platt, 
if he might uso his name, knew him. 

Air. Blatt, the Crown Advocate, said— 

When I first knew the prisoner, my Lord, 
he was captain in the China Merchants’ 
service, of, 1 think, the steamer Anping. 
In those days he was 2 most respectable 
member of society—a kind friend to all 
those who travelled on his ship. I have 
lost sight of him since then. He seems 
to have gone down hill, from what cause 
Ido not know. Drink must have some- 
thing to do with the state he is in, but 
what led him to drinking I do not know. 
This is the first charge that has ever been 
known against him. 
His Lordship—I have looked through 
the depositions. Can you (speaking to 
prisoner) get securities? Is there any 
person in Shanghai prepared to go surety 
for your good behaviour? - 

Prisoner—I think so, sir. 

His Lordship—Then I will adjourn 
until to-morrow morning. If you can 
find persons prepared to be surety for 
you, I am prepared to take a certain 
course. Adjourned till 10.30 to-morrow 
morning. Thosé gentlemen of the jury 
who have attended are released from 
further attendance. It is not necessary 
to call over their names. 

Shanghai, 20th March. 

John William Stewart, ex-steamer 
captain, came up on remand, charged 
with retaining a bicycle, well knowing the 
same to have been stolen. 

Mr. W. A. C. Platt, Crown prosecutor, 
who at the provious hearing spoke to 
prisoner's former good character, now in- 
troduced two gentlemen as sureties for his 
good behaviour. 

‘They were Mossrs. John Ford and 
William Weston Clifford, consulting en- 
gineors. 

His Lordship—You undertake that tho 
prisoner will be sent to Hongkong, with 
& chance of starting afresh?—Yes, my 
Lord. 

‘Mr. Platt—I may add, my Lord, that 
the prisoner has signed the Pledge. 

His Lordship (to prisoner)—In consi- 
eration of the representations of these 
gentlemen, I am prepared to take a 
Ienient view of your case. The sentence 
of the Court is ‘that you be imprisoned 
for 25 days from the date of your com- 
mitment, which enables you to leave the 
Court to-day. If you come back again, 
all this will be remembered against you. 

Mr. Stewart thanked his Lordship. 














H.B.M. POLICE COURT.

THE U.S. CONSULAR 
COURT. 


Shanghai, 28th March, 

Before Joun Goovxow, Esq., U.S. 

Consul-General (Acting Judicially), 

and Messrs. C. R. Bexyerr and 
Cus, H. Braxe, Assessors, 
U.S. Provze v. L.A. Wurxyey, 

Lewis H. Whinney, until lately an 
employeo of the Shanghai Gas Company, 
Ia., was charged with embezzling and 
appropriating to his own use certain 
sums of money, amounting in the aggre. 
gate to $1,531, on various dates between 
the 1st January and 5th March, 1904. 

Mr. D. McNeill (Messrs. Dowdall, 
Hanson and McNeill) appeared to pro. 
secute, and Mr. E. H. Lamme.was engaged 
for the defence. 

His Honour read over the charge, to 
which the defendant pleaded ‘Not 
guilty.” 

In opening the case for the prosecu- 
tion, Mr. MeNeill said :that there was 
also a charge of larceny. The evidence 
in the two casos was the same, and he 
suggested that the two charges: be taken 
together. 

Mr. Lamme strongly objected, saying 
that they were two entirely different 
charges and it was’ contrary to all rules 
of procedure that they should be iucor- 
porated. 

Mr. McNeill quoted Wharton on Cri- 
minal Law, to the effect that the evidence 
on the two charges could be taken in one 
and the same hearing. 

Mr. Lamme objected that one was a 
Common Law charge and tho other a 
Statutory offence—larceny and embezzlo- 
ment. 

His Honour decided that the evidence 
could be heard on the two charger 

Mr. MeNeill briefly related the facts of 
the case. He said that the defendant 
was engaged as a clerk by the Shanghai 
Gas Company in July of last year. His 
duties were at first the ordinary. duties of 
a clerk, but subsequently he was ass 
the particular duty of receiving from the 
Company’s collectors various sums of 
money collected by them trom 
customers as deposits on meters. 
This particular duty was frst iroposed 
about the end of 1903, and when the books 
were made up for the year 1903, about 
the middle of January, everything ap- 
peared to be in order. Subsequently 
certain circumstances arose which caused 
enquiries to be made, which resulted:in 
the present charges. 

Mr. Lamme said that at this stago he 
had certain objections to raise. In the 
first placo that Court had no jurisdiction 
over the person of the defendant ; it had 
no jurisdiction over the subject matter of 
the prosecution; no indictment or infor- 
mation had been filed or served on the 
defendant such as was required by the law 
of the United States ; the so-called 
affidavit or information’ did not state 
sufficient facts or offence; and the ‘said 
affidavit was patently defective in form, 
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He raised thes objections now, but left 
it to the Court to deal with them at once 
or take evidence in the case first. 

His Honour decided to hear the evid- 
ence. 

‘Mr. George R. Wingrove, sworn, said 
he was the secretary to the Shanghai 
Gas Company, La. “He was acquainted 
with the accused. The accuse: replied 
to an advertisement for a clerk, and as 
he was mown to some of the Company’s 
employees and had excellent testimonials 
from the U. 8.8. Wilmington, he was 
engaged on the th of August. His duties 
were those of clerival work. Subsequently 
he was given special work in connection 
with the consumers’ deposit register. 
‘This was in his charge. His duties were 
to make out the deposit receipts, get 
them signed by witness, hand them to the 
shroffs for collection, enter them in the 
register, and when he received the money 
to onter such receipt in the compradore’s 
book, pay such moneys to the com- 
pradore, and obtain the latter's receipt 
for same. ‘The foreman fitter was engaged 
in collecting certain of the deposit 
moneys from Chineso. That was part of 
his regular work. Mr. Chatham was the 
foreman fitter. All the accounts for 1903 
were balanced and proved correct. Wit- 
noss’s check on suich accounts as those in 
which the defendant was concerned, was 
that unless the moneys were produced: or 
shown by the books to have been paid, 
the outstanding receipts for such accounts 
must be produced. How suspicion first 
fell wpon the accused was as follows: On 
the 7th of March he asked for a few hours’ 
leave to go to Woosung to meet a cousin. 
He had previously been cautioned about 
absenting himself from work without 
loave, He did not turn up at work next 
morning (Thursday) nor again on the 
morning following (Friday). ‘Then witness 
made onquiries and found that the de- 
fondant was suid to be ill. Ho sont the 
company’s doctor to attond to him, but 

_ the Inter could not find him at his house. 
On the Saturday morning the defendant 
did not come to work, and witness, 
having heard that he was leading 
an irregular life, examined his books, 
with the result that he made the dis- 
coveries upon which the present charges 
were based. He sont for Mr. Chatham, 
tho foreman fitter, who handed him re- 
coipts for moneys that he had paid over 
to the defendant. Ho examined the de- 
posit register and compared the receipts 
with the compradore’s book. He found 
that several sums of money which had been 
received by Whinney had apparently not 
been paid over to the compradore. For 
instance, su of $20, received by 
defendant on the 13th of January, had not 
been accounted for 
16th of January, had apparently not 
been handed over to the compradore, and 
so forth, Certain sums of money had 
been paid by foreigners at the Company's 
town office and sent from there to 
Whinney by chit books (produced). The 
Gas Company had not received any of 
the moneys mentioned in the particulars, 
the subject of the charge. 

‘The witness then entered into details 
of the particulars on which the charges 
were based, explaining how he arrived 
at his conclusions. 

Cross-examined—The defendant should 
have entered in the register the dates 
of receiving the moneys, but did not do 
so. For all moneys paid over by de- 
fendant to the compradore, the © 
pradore’s chop should appear in the 
books. The other moneys, the receipt of 
which was not chopped ,in the com- 
pradore’s book, had not been paid over. 
‘Dhey had not reached witness, as in,the 


























ordinary course they would have done. 
‘The money would certainly pass through 
three peoples’ hands—the collector, de- 
fendant, and the compradore. He could 
not, of course, say of his own knowledge, 
iwhich man took it, but one of the threo 
men had produced receipts in Whinney’s 
handwriting, showing that Whinney had 
received the moneys from him. Account 


No. 208 had, he believed, been re- 
ceived by someone, and stood in 
the books. It was not chopped in 


the compradore’s book and had not been 
received by the Company. It was uot 
ineluded in the particulars. It had been 
paid by the consume: 

Questions as to why it bad not been 
included in the particulars, ete, were 
disallowed. 

Continuing, witness said the books 
showed the full number of receipts which 
had gone out. There was no untrue 
entry in the defendant's books. 

Re-examined—Witness explained that 
the compradore’s accounts were checked 
every week. The compradore handed 
in his statement and witness checked it 
with the chops in the compradore’s 
books. 

John Chatham, sworn, said he was 
foreman fitter for the Gas Company and 
had been so for eight years. Among his 
duties was that of collecting deposits on 
meters. Formerly he used to hand those 
over to the compradore, but lately a new 
order had come in foree whereby he had 
to pay them usc: to the defendant. For 
all) moneys he paid to defendant, he 
received a dated receipt in defendant's 
own handwriting. 

L. Souza, sworn, said he was a clerk in 
the Gas Company's Town Office, He re- 
coived moneys from customers and on the 
day of receipt sent them to the head office. 
Ho recognised the entry in the chit book 
produced. It was in his handwriting, ad- 
Aressed tothe defendant. It referred to 
a sum of $19 received by witness and for- 
warded to the defendant. 

Pah Sing, cautioned, said he was a 
gasfitter in the Company's employ. 
In the course of his duties he fitted 
meters for Chinese consumers, but 
before fixing same he received the depo- 
sit money. Such moneys he handed 
over to the defendant, before fixing the 
meters. ‘The receipt produced he got 
signed by Whinney on each occasion of 
handing over deposit moneys. 

Chang Su, head shroff, cautioned, said 
he had been in the Gas Company's employ 
for 19 years. When the compradore re- 
ceived money from the defendant he put 
his chop in the book. 

Mr. Wingrove here explained that the 
compradore died on the 28th of February, 
and since then this witness had taken his 
duties. 

Witness stated that for all moneys 
received by him from the defendant, he 
wrote his signature against such item in 
the compradore’s book. If he did not 
get the money he did not sign. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 

For the defence, Mr. Lamme said he 
was going to ask that the defendant be 
discharged on several grounds. Some 
of those grounds he had mentioned 

















in his preliminary objections, namely, + 


that the Court had no _ jurisdic- 
tion over the person of the defendant, 
no jurisdiction cover the matter of the 
prosecution, no indictment or informa- 
tion had been filed or served on the 
defendant as required by the laws of the 
United States, the so-called affidavit or 
information did not disclose sufficient 
facts, and the said affidavit or information 
was patently defective in form. In the 
second place the evidence for the prosecu- 














tion had wholly failed to establish any 
offence or crime, or law broken, what- 
soever. 

In a lengthy and elequent address, Mr. 
Lamme pointed out that under the 
peculiar organisation of the Courts of the 
United States, which had been a subject 
which had received a vast amount of 
thought and consideration from the Bench 
and Bar, the U. 8. Consular Court of 
Shanghai ranked as part of a District 
Court, with only limited jurisdiction, In 
the charges brought there were two 
alleged offences : one against thestatutory 
Jaw and ono against the Common Law. 
That Court had no jurisdiction over 
statutory crimes except when such were 
against the laws of the United States, and 
no jurisdiction over a Common Law crime 
except when such was committed on soil 
exclusively the property of the United 
States. Counsel quted see. 4086 of the 
Code. He said that the information 
had been drawn with an ingenuity that 
was praisoworthy. It omitted every de- 
tail that was essential for a properly 
drawn indictment. The so-called affidavit 
was written on form apparently never 
intended for such a purpose. It 
was said to be signed by the Gas Com- 
pany. It was no affidavit at all. The 
particulars attached thereto were simply 
Goscribed as morieys unaccounted for. If 
they were simply moneys unaccounted 
for, then they were not . embezzled. 
‘There were no statements as how the 
moneyscame into the defendant's charge, 
who was the owner of the property 
embezzled, what was tho value of the 
property embezzled, whether demand had 
Deon made, and whether the demand had 
not been complied with. It was admitted 
that there was no falsification of books, 
and there had been no demand and no con- 
coalmont. He could quote innumerable 
authori how that tho information 
must contain all the requirements and 
elements of an indictment. (Counsel 
quoted the Encyclopedia of English and 
‘American Law, Vol. X, p. 706.) Every 
rule that applied to the sufficiency of an 
indictment was equally applicable to the 
sufficieney of an information, To take 
one instance, every indictment must con- 
clude with the words: “ against the penco 
and dignity of the State.” It was bad 
unless such words did appear. Where 
were they in the prosent. information ? 
Thon again, it was not allegod by what 
means the’ defendant came into the 

sion of the moneys, norwhen he 
Should have paid them over. There was 
nothing in the indictment to show that 
he could not have rightfully retained them 
until July noxt. ‘The prosecution must 
allege ownership, and it was not sufficient 
to say the Shanghai Gas Company was the 
‘owner. Who or what was the Shanghai 
Gas Company? There was nothing in 
the information or evidence to show 
whether it was @ private concern or a 
public Company incérporated under or- 
Finances. ‘Phat alone inado the informa- 
tion bad, as witness several cases which 
had beon brought in the United States. 
(Cases quoted.) Then again, as an essential 
point, the value of the property alleged to 
havo beon embezzled was not stated. This 
omission alone proved the information to 
be defective. What did “certain sums of 
money amounting in the aggregate to 


























[$1,531 Mexican” mean? That was no 


statement of value at all. ‘The inform- 
ation and indictment must set out the 
value of the property embezzled and the 
purpose for which it was received. Had 
There been any demand for the money? 
‘Demand was certainly not necessary under 
certain circumstances: if the defendant 
had falsified books, made any concegl- 
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ment, or attempted to escape. It was 
not alleged that the defendant had done 
any one of these three things, and there- 
fore the information to be good must 
allege that demand had been made for 
the moneys, and that the defendant had 
refused to comply with such demand. 
‘The defendant, it was admitted, had made 
all the necessary entries in the books, and 
only the compradore’s chop was required. 
‘Thero was nothing from beginning to end 
of the information stating for what 
purpose the moneys were received, to 
whom they belonged, what the Gas 
Company was, whether any demand had 
been made, whether there had been any 
refusal to comply with such demand 
if made, or anything about an offence 
“against the peace and dignity of the 
State.” As for the evidence for the pro- 
secution, there had not even been any 
evidence that the moneys had not been 
turned over tothe compradore. All that 
Mr. Wingrove could say from his own 
knowledge was that the Company had not 
received the moneys, and that therefore 
‘they must be in the hands of one of three 
persons. The defendant was in Shang- 
hai all the time. If Mr. Wingrove had 
found anything wrong, and suspected the 
defendant of knowing about it, why did 
he not go to the defendant and make de- 
mand? The information was lacking in 
‘every essential element. He therefore 
thought the Court would have no hesit 
tion in granting the defendant's discharg 

‘At this stage the Court adjourned until 
2pm, 

Aftor tho adjournment, Mr. MeNeill 
addressed the Court, dealing with the 
objections raised by the defence. He 
did not think the Counsel for the accused 
was serious in suggesting that the Court 
had not jurisdiction over the accused. It 
had been said that it had not jurisdiction 
under a charge of embezzlement. If this 














Court had no jurisdiction in criminal 
cat 


such as the Courts in the United 
had, then American citizens in 
Shanghai stood in a very different posi- 
tion to the citizens of other countries, in 
& very peculiar and exceptional position 
indeod. ‘The Supreme Legislature of the 
United States had given this Court a like 
jurisdiction to the jurisdiction of the 
Courts in America, ” With regard to the 
objections to the form in which the 
charge had been presented, he submitted 
it was presented in the form prescribed 
by the rules of this Court, (some of 
which he recapitulated), particularly No. 
62. Objection was made that the com- 
plaint was sworn to by Mr. Wingrove in 

secretary to the Shanghai 
’o., Ltd. Mr. Wingrove could not 
escape from that position at a minute's 
notice but he still remained a person who 
was in possession of certain facts, 
to which he was certainly entitled 
to swear. As to tho ownership of the 
property, all Courts had now advanced 
considerably beyond the days when such 
things as Limited Companies were unre- 
cognised in law ; and in denying that the 
property was proved to belong to the Gas 
Company, Counsel for the accused was 
merely contradicting an elementary pro- 
position of law. As to the value of the 
amount, he could not conceive of any- 
thing plainer than that eleven hundred 
dollars was of the value of $1,100, or that 
eleven hundred Mexican dollars were of 
the value of $1,100 Mex., $1,531 Mexican 
were of the value of 1,531 Mexican 
dollars. He was aware, of course, that 
they had a certain value in U.S. gold 
currency, but the amount embezzled was 
in local currency, and was so set forth. 
‘The next point was as to there being no 

















demand alleged in the complsint, and he ! for again, 


submitted that the indictment contained 
all the necessary facts. He would show 
presently that there had been the equiva- 
lent of ademand. The sixth objection— 
that the evidence had feiled—he sub- 
mitted was also unwarranted. It had 
deen proved that the defendant was a 
clerk or servant of Mr. Wingrove, the 
person who advertised for, engaged, and 
‘employed him ; that as such he received 
certain sums of money ; and that these, 
sums were not received by the company. 
It was true that under the authoritative 
definitions of embezzlement a certain 
amount of secrecy or stealth was neces- 
sary. The mere failure to account was not 
sufficient evidence ; but inthis case there 
were other circumstances to be taken into 
account as well. These alleged embezzle- 
ments began just after the completion 
of the company’s balance in January. 
Chatham obtained receipts from Whinney 
to safeguard himself, and it was for Whin- 
ney to obtain the compradore’s chop. 
In the case of the majority of the amounts 
(those admittedly paid) he had obtained 
that chop. The fact that the compradore 
had failed to chop any particular item was 
not alone sufiicient evidence that he had 
not received such sum, but it should be 
remembered that in one receipt for ten 
items eight items (psid) were chopped, 
and two (alleged unpaid) were not, and 
80 of, through the different receipts. The 
fact that sums unpaid were entered as 
received, in the book, was not sufficient 
evidence of honest intention. In this 
case, all the facts and circumstances taken 
together—the time at which the appro- 
priations commenced—the fact that they 
were partial, and extended over a con- 
siderable poriod—the failure to enter 
them in the books—the failure to obtain 
the chop of the man to whom it was 
suggested they were paid—showed, he 
thought, the intention of the defendant 
to convert those moneys to his own nse. 
‘The Court would remember Mr. Wing- 
rove's distinct statement that it was 
dofendant’s duty to pay over the moneys 
80 Soon as received ; and he would call 
their attention to a case exactly in point 
(Russell on Crime, page 454) where such 
failure was declared by Lord Coleridge 
equivalent to a denial of receipt. 

Mr. Lamme repeated his objections 
and again reminded the Court that it was 
its province to administer, not to make, 
the laws. He submitted that in admitting 
there was no demand, his friend had 
“admitted away”. his whol On the 
question of jurisdiction he would put in 
numerous citations. 

‘The Court adjourned sine die to consider 
these citations, as woll as Mr. MeNeill’s 
citation of Lord Coleridge's parallel case,

Extortion. 

‘Two men were charged with being con- 
cerned together in attempting to extort 
the sum of $20 from the complainant, a 
native doctor, on the 27th inst. 

Complainant said that on the 25th inst. a 
native asked him to come and se~ his child. 
Witness did so. but he saw that the case 
was hopeless and refused to prescribe for 
it. Eventually he gave the mother some- 
thing to put on its head, which was cover- 








ed with sores. ‘the next day he was sent 
and he found that the child was 


dead. The father of the obild said that ite 
death was due to witness's medicine, and 
demanded $500 compensation. Witness 
refused to pay. Next day three men, in- 
cluding the father of the child, forcibly took 
him to an opium shop, where they finally 
agreed to settle the matter for twenty 
dollars. Witness had not the money, so 
he gave them two gold rings. 

‘Mr. Davidson, who appeared for the 
prisoners, cross-examined witness at some 
Tngth. Witness said that the men threat- 
ened fo assault him if he did not pay 
what they demanded. 

‘Another witness was called, who eaid 
that he was in the opium shop when the 
rings were handed over. He knew why 
complainant gave them to. the prisoners, 
because he had been told. The rings 
were worth about $25. 

‘After interrogating the accused the Court 
ordered them to find seourity for their 
good behaviour in future. 

‘Me, Davidson suggested that the Ouurt 
should order the doctor to take some of 
bis own medicin

INDIGESTION. 
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THE 
FOREIGN TRADE OF 
CHINA IN 1903. 


L 


Mr. Morse begins his annual re- 
port with the usual general survey of 
the financial result of the foreign 
trade of China, and it is not very 
encouraging. It has been disap. 
pointing, he says, notwithstanding 
“apparent, prosperity indicated by 
inflated values.” It is added that 
“the reports from the Commi-sioners 
all show a tendency to refer to 1899 
as the last year of prosp>rous trade. 
Followed as that was by the year of 
madness and retribution, by the dis- 
astrous floods in the Yangtze Valley 
in 1901, and by the drought and 
deficient crops in the South in 1903, 
the abundant harvests of 1903 have 
failed to produce their natural effect 
and have done no more than give a 
breathing-spell to the millions of 
the Empire.” Taking the old-time 
staples of the China trade in succes. 
sion, Mr. Morse says that tea, favour. 
ed by reduced taxation, did well, the 


trade in foreign opium flouished— | 


which 1s not a sizn of poverty; the 
silk crop was a disas'rous fai'ure : 
and cotton goods had to stragule 
with the speculation in the ‘raw 
material at home, the unexpected 
fluctuations in silver, and the finan- 
cial tightness in the North, which 
had not rvcovered from the perturba- 
ions of 1900 before being plunged into 
the uncertainties preceding the present 
struggle. The Lower Yangtz Valley 
was Blessed with such good crops of 
rice ard tea that it ought to have 
absorbed more imports than it did, 
and the South had excellent ree 
crops and its energetic Viceroy has 
done a great deal to repress dacwity 
and piragy ; but over all China hangs 
the c'oud of the heavy contributions 
exacted from the people ostensibly to 
mect the recurring Indemnity pay. 
meuts. 

It is noted that 1903 saw the 
conclusion of the new commercial 
treaties between China and the 
United States and China and Japan 

The total Customs revenue in 
1903 was_half-a-n:illion taels larger 
than in 1902, all hends showing an 
improvement except import duty 
which fell off to the apparent extent 
of over Tis. 1,100,000. The real 
falling-off, however, was only some- 








thing over Tis. 700,000, the dif. 





ference being due to an’ improve- 
ment in the system of payments of 
drawback, which are now made very 
much more quickly than they used 
tobe. ‘The apparent total value of 
the trade in 1903 was 540 million 
taels, “almost exactly double the 
figures of ten years ago,” and two 
per cent better than in 1902. This 
would be satisfactory, “if only the 
value were a safe gnide to determin- 
ing the vo'ume. When we come to 
look into the details, however, we find 
that the volume of trade has shrank, 
and that to no small degree.” Mr, 
Mors: follows with some remarks on 
opium, which is a subject of only 
limited interest, and he then gives 
some details of the trade in colton 
manufictures, which are well worth 
reproducing in full: 
The value of cotton manufactures im- 
Ported was Hk.Tls. 128,620,004, compared 
with Hk.Tls. 127,545,309 in 1902. It is 
in cottons, however, that the discrepancy 
between the standards of quantity and of 
value is most clearly shown. Plain fabries 
(shirtings,  sheetings, T-cloths, drills, 
and jeans) fell from 19,015,300 pieces in 
1902 to 13,835,506 pieces in 1903, a loss 
of 20 per cent in quantity, the values 
(Ak.Tis. 57,807,065 and Hk.'s, 42.85; 
respectively) showing a loss o} 





























cent. Fancy cotton goods increased 
slightly, from Hk.Tls. 16,074,092 to 
K.Tis. 19,320,216, quantities being rela- 





tively unchanged. ‘Cotton yarn increased 








from 2,447,971 to 2,738,448 piculs, a rise 
of 12 per cent in quantity, but with an 
increase of 23 per cent in the value. 


The largo importations of 1902 left on 
the importers’ hands large stocks of the 
main staples ; the low exchange ruling in 
the winter of 1902-03 made the silver 
price such that the Chinese middlemen 
were slow in operating, the general strin. 
gency of the money market throughout 
the year, especially in the North, still 
furthor restricting sales. Everything 
combined to keep prices up: and eves 
the rise in exchange which began in 
May, and which should, in ordinary 
course, have given an impetus to sales, 
caused loss instead of gain, from the fact 
that many of the dealers had settled the 
exchange against their forward purchases 
and when they came to sell found them. 
selves in competition with importations 
settled at a more favourable exchange. 
Even then the markets might have 
recovered with the continued rise in ox. 
change ; but now came another blow, in 
the enhanced price of raw cotton, which 
more than offset the advantage to be 
derived from a lower silver equivalent of 
the production cost of the importations.

the ultimate decision in fixing the relation 
between supply and demand rests with the 


thrifty Chinese peasant. His currency, 
copper, is yearly becoming moro appre. 
ciated in valud; and when the vagaries of 
a fluctuating series of exchanges from gold 
to silver and from silver to copper, supor- 
added to an absoluto increase in the actual 
gold cost, drive the price of what he 
desires beyond thelimit which he considers 
within his means, he throws his cheap 
labour into the scale and thereby alters 
the course of trade. For many years he 
‘was content to accept the product of the 
machine in supplying his needs to the 
extent of his purchasing power; in 1872 the 
semi-finished product yarn contributed

Products imported ; in 1882 it was 20 per 
cont; in 1892 it had risen to 42 per cunt ; 
in 1902, with local mills turning out large 
Quantities of yarn, the foreign import 
was still 43 per cent of tho whole; and 
the conditions prevailing in 1903 have 
driven the peasant to take less of the 
woven fabric and to substitute for it the 
yarn with which he and his family may 
themselves weave the material for they 
clothing to the extent of 52 per cent of all 
cotton ‘goods. In this, Manchester, 
Lowell, and Atlanta have alike suffered, 
Tho loss’ is shown in grey shirtings (35 
per cent less), as well as in whito chirt. 
ings (13 per cont less) and English ‘T. 
cloths (14 per cent less), as well as in 
American shootings (40 per cent less) and 
drills (11 per cent less). The products 
of the Japanese mills are the only fabrics 
which make an exception, increase in 
these being manifested all along. the 
line, Japanese T-cloths, drills, shectings, 
cotton flannel, and cotton’ cloth all 
having been imported in larger quantities, 
To fill the void eaused by the general re.

OFFICIAL ACCOUN

The following official reports were 
furnished to us by the Japanese Consul- 
General here, Mr. Odagiri. 
Engagement of Land Forces. 


On the 28th inst. a combined detach-/ 


ment of our cavalry and infantry defeated 
the enemy outside the South gate of 
Chongju and occupied that place. ‘The 
number of the enemy was abont 600. 
‘They withdrew towards Wiju. ‘The casual- 
ties on our part were: Lieut. Kano and 
four others killed: Capt. Kurokawa and 
eleyen others wounded. In the infantry 
there were no casualties. The enemy left 
two of their dead on the field and in the 
city some seven or eight more were found. 
Most of their dead were rapidly removed 
either by the cavalry or beaters. ‘Two 
oad officers were seen being carried off 
the fiold by ambulance parties. Besides 
this, bloodstained bandages were to be 
seon here and there. Lt may therefore 
fairly be assumed that the enemy's losses 
were at loast oqual to ours. 

‘The next is Admiral Togo’s report on 
tho: 


Second Attempt at Blocking Port 
Arthur. 

‘Tho blocking fleot of four steamers 
arrived at Port Arthur at 3.30 am. on 
the 27th inst., under the escort of des- 
troyers and’ torpedo boats, making 
immediately for the entrance under the 
soarch lights of the enemy. When they 
reached a point about two knots distant 
from the harbour mouth, they were dis- 
covered by the enefny, and a brisk fire

‘The Fukui Maru, endeavouring to anchor 
after advancing further to the front was 
struck by a torpedo from one of the 
enemy’s destroyers when passing to the 
left of the.Chiyo Maru, and sunk, The 
Yahiko Maru was destroyed and sunk 
to the loft of the Fukui Maru and, finally, 
the Yoneyama Mara, after colliding with 
the stern of one of the enemy's destroyers 
passed betweon the Chiyo Mara ‘and 
Fukui Maru and anchored midway in the 
road-stead. ‘There she struck against one 
of the enemy’s torpedoes and sank at her 
anchorage on the left shore. ‘The above 
is the result of the attempted blocking, 
and itis regrettable that there is still a 
passage between the Yahiko Maru and 
the Yoneyama Marn, so that the fairway 
cannot be said to be completely blocked. 
The casualties were commander Takeo 
Hirose, one non-commissioned officer, and 
two men killed, and Second-Lieutenant 
Shimada was seriously wounded. Slightly 
wounded: Liont.

the assertion that Weihaiwei was used a5 
a base by the Japanese fleet before 
the first attack on Port Arthur is 
a “most wicked falsehood ;” and 
(6) the attitude of the British navy to- 
wards both the Russian and Japanese 
navies is one of “ admiration and respect.” 
‘The First Lord further said within the 
last 12 months on no fewer than 79 sepa- 
rate occasions Russian ships had been 
afforded hospitality in British ports all 
over the world. Ho stated that while 
these stories were being circulated to in- 
flame Russian opinion against Great 
Britain, H.M.S. Talbot, at Chemulpo, had 
eon giving up the whole of her accom- 
modation to the Russian sailors who had 
suffered in the engagement in that port.

Wireless Telegraphy. 




















‘The “Times” wireloss telegraph 
station is ready at last, and the 
apparatus in working order. — Begun 


in profound mystery and secrecy, it seems 
likely to attract considerable publicity— 
perhaps, notoriety. The reason for 
secrecy does not seem apparent, since 
it was well known in Shanghai before the 
Haimun arrived here, that she was 
chartered by the “Times” for the use of 
their war correspondents and was to be 
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1d with the necessary app: 
wireless telegraphy. The R. E., who 
first undertook to erect the 180 ft. pole, 
wore particularly reticent on the subject, 
and informed your correspondent that 
it was intended for a flagstaf! The 
original pole was not quite a success, 
and broke at every attempt to erect it. 
Other assistanée had to be called in, and 
the pole was constructed on a different 
principle. Even now—standing some 
170 ft. above the ground—it is doubtful 
whether it will stand through the gales 
that provail here in spring and early sum- 
mer. 

A Question of Neutrality. 

Tho establishment of wireless tele- 
graphy here by a newspaper is not unlikely 
to raise an important question of interna- 
tional law, and the rights of neutral 
Powers. A British vessel, chartered by a 
war correspondent, by means of a wireless 
telegraph station on British territory, is 
used to inform the whole wo:ld of im- 
portant military and naval movements of 
one belligerent, which the said belligerent 
might desire should not be revealed to 
his enemy. War correspondents, follow- 
ing the movements of an army on land, 
have their messages rigorously censored. 
Little control—-if any—can be exercised 
by either belligerent over a correspondent, 
who transmits nows from a nentral vessel 
vit neutral territory. 

‘The War, 

Little news is obtainable here. I hear 
from several sources that a large fleet of 
transports, convoyed by Japanese war- 
ships, has been soen in the Yalu estuary. 
If true, this news furnishes evidence of 
the complete demoralisation of the Rus- 
sian naval forces. ‘The Japanese seom to 
consider they have nothing more to fear 
from the Russian fleet.

‘They averred that 
the scheme would fall with undue severity 
upon the smaller States, Queens!and,South 
Australia, und Tasmania, and its adoption 
would practically mean the handing over of 
the railways t» the Commo swealil. ‘The 
vexed question of the properties transferred 
by the Siates to the Commonwealth was 
discussed, but brought no nearer solution. 
‘The Sato ‘Vreasurers held thac paywent 
should be made either in each or Coumou- 
wealth stock, There are great difficulties 
both ways. Some of the papers commented 
with grest severity on the anti-federal at- 
titude displayed by the State Treasurers ; 
they seomed to consider the parts of the

Foundation Day. 
“Happy is the people that has no 
history.” ”We hare ho history of the war

‘Twenty years ago his name was a household 
word ns most pronounced Radical; no 
man in his time was better hated than 
Graham Berry, the author of the well- 
remembered “Berry blight,” but in his 
Intter days he accepted a knighthood, and 
the agent-generalship in London, and his 
old ago was spent in a jul semi- 
conservatism, very different from the 
struggles and wild Liberalism of exrly man- 
hood. Sir Graham was a-velf-made man; 
nt one time he kept a little grocery store 
in Geelong, but his abilities could not but 
force him to the fro He is best remem- 
bered ax the promu'gator of the edict for 
“Black Wednesday" when the Civil 
servants were decimated so ruthlessly. 
He was one of the embassy to 
London when the deadlock between 
the Upper and Lower Houses over the 
appropriation bill threatened to paralyse 
obLie busines:, Sir George Bowen was 
Bovernor at the time and was more thea 
suspected of being strongly in sympathy 
with the Berry party. Berry was the 
author of the well-known saying that he 
would make Victoria ‘‘a paradise for the 
working man.” In private life Sir Graham 
was a midly domestic mau who could 
never quite master the letter “h,” and 
who left fifteen children. 


Death of Sir Edward Braddon. 


General regret was felt throughout 
Australia at the death of Sir Edward Brad- 
don, M.-P. Sir Eaward was bora on the 11th 

f Tune, 1829. - and after lew- 
ing school spent sume years in India in the 
service of the British Government, He 
served through the Mutiny, and  sub- 
sequently held a nuuber «f important 
public offices in India. In 1878 he retired 
f.om active service on a pension, and went 
to Tasmania, where he took an ‘active part 
in public life, aud held several Ministerial

A runaway sailor 
made the find 40 years ago on the Limen 
River in the Northern Territory ; a letter 
40 years old had bee» pigeon holed wnd 
overlooked till recently, describing the 
discovery. _An interesting coincidence livs 
in the fact that fifteen years ago another 
sailor mado a similar discovery on the 
Roper Ri +, alittle north of the Limen, 
which is being exploited by a syndicate of 
Glasgow capitalists. The Roper is one of 
the largest rivers in Australia, being over 
mile in width at the mouth, and over 1,00 
feet wide 90 miles up. Steamers of 1,000 
tons have no difficulty in going up that 
distence. ‘The country is ricb, abundance 
of water and feed available for grazing, 
‘cotton, tebacco, maizs and rubber growing. 
‘Drought in this part is unknown.

LONDON.

Chinese Labour. 

No opportunity of harassing the 
Government in the midst of its difficulties 
is lost by the Opposition. Not content 
with debating the Transvaal ordinance 
on an amendment to the address, they 
put up Dr. Macnamara on Monday to 
move the adjournment of the House as a 
protest against the regulations under 
that ordinance being enforced before 
Parliament. was afforded an opportunity 
of considering them in detail. In effect 
the debate was a repetition of the 
earlier one on the same subject, and was 
chiefly remarkable for a vigorous defence 
of the Government made by Mr. Lyttel- 
ton, the new Colonial Secretary. He 
poured out the vials of his wrath on those 
who describo the system of “indenturism” 
under the ordinance as “slavery,” and | 
especially upon Sir Henry Fowler, whose 
ences to conscience when coupled 
with such misrepresentations he described | 
as “ positively nauseous ”—a phrase which 
has led to a somewhat embittered corres- 
pondence in the “Times.” The result of 
the division was, however, a rather larger 
majority for the Government than that 
which they received after the provious 
debate. Probably as much dislike is 
felt among Conservatives as among 
Liberals to the introduction of Chinese 
labour to the Rand; but after all it 
is felt that this is a matter for the 
‘Transvaal itself to determine. Its legis- 
lature has decided in favour of the 
ordinance ; and there is no reason to 
doubt that a popularly elected parlia- 
ment there would have adopted the same 
course. Since the Kafirs cannot be 
induced to become miners in sufficient 
numbers, and since the Indian Govern- 
ment will not allow its people to emigrate 
under the restrictions proposed, while 
white labour costs too much, the Chinese 
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are the last resource. And it may be 
doubted whether even the Radical work- 
ing man would really desire to see full 
rights of citizenship conferred upon the 
yellow emigrant. 


‘Tottering. 

Although Ministers have succeeded in 
securing nearly half their normal majority 
both on the fiscal and Chinese labour 
questions, in some other divisions it has 
fallen perilously low. On Wednesdey 
during the dinner-hour, when the House 
was discussing the vote for the mainten- 
ance of Osborne House, the King’s Corona- 
tion gift to his people, it became apparent 
that the Opposition had a majority present 
in the House, and Unionist after Unionist 
had to be put up to talk against time 
until more Conservatives should have 
returned from their dinners. That of 
course is an accident which might occur 
‘once to almost any Government ; but 
when things proved to be very nearly as 
bad on the following evening, the Govern- 
ment escaping defeat on one division by 
a majority of only fourteen, one could 
hardly arrive at any other conclusion 
than that a rot had set in and that a good 
many Unionists did uot care whether 
their leaders were defeated or not. The 
whips are now making a strong effort to 
pull the party together; but there isa 
very genoral belief that the Government 
will not outlive the coming Budget. It 
is now apparent that Mr. Austen Cham- 
berlain will have a heavy deficit to meet. 
‘The shilly-shallying of Ministers on the 
fiseal question has incensed the thorough- 
going Protectionists without conciliating 
tho Free Fooders. The House is in no 
mood to settle down to the discussion of 
humérum questions. The action of the 
Government in regard to the Chinese 
Inbour question, however necessary, has 
not rendered easy the passage of the 
coming Alien Immigration Bill, and as 
there is a fairly strong “temperance” 
section in the Conservative party the Bill 
which is to be introduced on behalf of the 
publicans, will not receive the undivided 
support of the Unionists. Altogether 
Mr. Balfour could bardly be blamed if he 
should deliberately ride for a fall. 


‘The Navy Estimates. 

‘The task of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer is rendered more dificult by the 
fact that the navy estimutes, of which the 
customary abstract has’ just been 
published, show an increnso of nearly two 
and a-half millions. The total amount 
is nearly £37,000,000, which is more 
than double the amount spent on the 
navy in the last year of the last Liberal 
Government ten years ago. Everyone 
agrees that our navy must be made 
efiicient regardless of cost, and that if we 
must reduce our expenditure for defence 
we had better spond less on the army ; 
but unfortunately no one hopes that the 
coming army estimates will show a de- 
crease. The Opposition will not, however, | 
be able to make much capital out of ; 
this increase, since it has been mainly | 
caused by the purchase of the two! 
Chilean battleships—an act which has | 
met with gencral approval. It is true 
that Ministers have not found it easy to 
reconcile the reasons which they gave 
a few months ago for declining to pur- 
chase these vessels with their recent 
decision to purchase them ; but when | 
second thoughts are best, Ministers * 
may be excused for changing their 
minds.

To-day is the day of nominations for 
the London County Couneil ; but in spite 
of the intense feeling of the passive 
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resisters I cannot say that I have noticed 
any signs of agitation in the public mind 
of London. No doubt, however, the 
election will take place’ mainly on the 
Education issue, and the result will be 
especially interesting on that account. 
The London County Council has always 
been a Radical body ever since Mr. 
Ritchie gave it birth; but the now expir- 
ing body is the most Radical we have 
ever had. The Conservatives were in a 
hopeless minority on it; and in drawing 
up their scheme for the constitution of 
the new Education Committee which is 
to supplant the School Board they pro- 
ceeded in a way which has incensed and 
alarmed the friends of the Church of 
England and Roman Catholic schools. 
The Bishops whose sees run into the 
Metropolis have w all Churchmen 
to go to the polls in support of 
candidates who are pledged to give 
fair play to the voluntary schools, which 
means of course Conservative candidates. 
On the other hand the Nonconformists 
and Low Churchmen will rally to the 
support of the “ Progressives,” and the 
result will possibly be a botter test of the 
political attitude of London than any 
previous County Council election. It will, 
jowever, be far from a safe test even 
then. ‘There are many, however, who 
believe that in London the Education 
question will influence more votes in the 
coming General Election than even the 
fiscal question. 
A Shakespeare Monum 
One of the last discussions of the ex- 
piring County Cotcil has been on an 
offer which has beeu made by Mr. Richard 
Badger, au old gentleman who lives in 
Eastbourne, and who received his educa- 
tion at tho old Grammar School at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon, to give £2,500 towards the 
erection of a statue of Shakespeare in Lon- 
don. The tone of the debate was entirely 
sympathotic and grateful; but in order 
that details may be properly considered 
the matter has been referred to a Com- 
mittee. The advocates of an endowed 
national theatre are very anxious that the 
memorial should take this form ; but Mr. 
's idea, which will no doubt be 
xd out, is a statue which shall 
be a work of art worthy of tho great 
poet. Itis certainly a reproach to London 
that the erection of such a memorial has 
been deferred for nearly three centuries 
after Shakespeare's death. ‘True, there 
is a statue of him in Leicester Squaro, but 
it is not a noble work of art, and it stands 
rather as a memorial of that public 
benefactor Baron Grant than of the Bard 
of Avon. Since the public accepted the 
square from tho “eminent financier” it 
can hardly obliterate the inscription on 
the pedestal which bears its name; but 
there can be few people able to gaze upon, 
the statue and read the inscription without, 
a feoling of irritation.

Electricity Department—The Council 
considers the financial position of the 
department, having special reference to 
the views expressed by the auditor in his 
letter of the 14th inst. After confirming 
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his recommendations in regard to -stock- 
taking and depreciation on sundry stores, 
the possible necessity of increasing the 
price of the unit ‘as  précautionary 
measure is discussed. 

It is eventually decided to accept the 
auditor’s recommendations on this point 
and at the same time the opinion is 
recorded that so long as the department 
can show an annual balance of profit to an 
amount: which, added to the regular 
appropriation for depreciation, is 
‘equivalent to an adequate Sinking Fund 
on the total of the department's loans, the 
financial requiréments of the undertaking 
will bo fully met.

Dear Sin,—As the accounts of the 
Electricity ‘Department are now in your 
hands I would like to draw attention to 
the followin, 

(1) Net Revenue Account.—The deficit is 
accounted for by two extraordinary items 
of expenditure, the former, special charg 
being chiefly caused through alteration 
to the Brush sets and the Mather &

To Enrol Chinese as Soldiers. 
‘The “Sinwénpao” states that it is 
reported from Moukden that owing to 
the almost insurmountable difficulties 
being experienced by the Russians in 
ringing troops from European Russia, a 
movement is about to be started to 
enrol natives of Heilungchiang and 
Kirin provinces (Central and Northern 
Manchuria) as recruits to fill the ranks 
of the Russian army in Manchuria. 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung, 
according toa Wuchang dispatch, arrived

‘The feeling 
is unanimous in the squadron that the 
matter should have been taken up from 
the very first by the Chinese naval 
authorities who would, working on the 
lines of international usage, have finished 
the affair a fortnight and more ago.

The New Tariff Convention be- 
tween France and China. 

It was reported in lecal Mandarin 
circles yesterday that the new tariff con- 
voution which had lately been the subject 
of negotiation between the Chinese 
Treaty Commissioners, Li Hai-huan and 
Shéng Kung-pao, and the French Consul- 
General was to have been signed yester- 
day. 

Russians Sat Harbin. 

It was reported from Moukden yester- 
day to the effect that.in spite of inflated 
rumours spread by Russian sympathisers 
of there being an immense force of 
Muscovites at Harbin ready to march 
south to crush the Japanese, as a matter 
of fact thero are not more than 50,000 
Russians there, including 6,000 cavalry 
very poorly horsed.

Bist Ma 

Oficial news came to hand yesterday uf 
the first engagement, on land of any real iin- 
portance. “The collision occurred during. the 
process of rolling back the Russians from 
Northern Corea to which the Japanese forces 
ave bringing their energies. “An advance 
guard had apparently marched from Ping- 
Fang along the iain coast read towards 
0 main coast road towards 
Wiju_when outside the town of Chong-ju 
it, was met by a party of Cossacks 
600 strong. The fight was stubborn and 
lasted two hours, but the Japanese gained 
‘their object inasmuch as their enemy re- 


tired le-ving Chong-ju to be occupied. 

It is rather amusing to note that the 
“Japan Herald” has been called over the 
coals by the censor for reproducing certain 
telegrams, originally -d from Tokio, 
and appeiring in our columns. The pretext 
for objecting to the republication of these 
telegrams was that they contained details of 
movements of Japanese troops. It could 
not be said that the reproducing of this news 
(old by the time it renched Japan) would 
assist Russia in any way and it is dificult to 
understand why the Japanese. public should 
not have information in the posses- 
sion of the rest of the world, ie 

Further details in connection with the sex 
fight outside Port Arthur on the 10th 
March, have come to hand with the last 
Japanese mail. According to an officer who 
took part in the fight and who contributed 
an account to the “Japan Mail,” there were 
only four Japanese destroyers ‘engaged and 
when six Russian destroyers came in sight, 
the commander of the attacking squadron 
signalled to his boats to steam af full speed 
in a direction which would have cleared the 
Russian ling. But owing to the state of the 
weather this signal was not intelligible on 
board the Kasumi and the Akatsuki. ‘Thus 
only the Asashiwo and the Shirakumo sue- 
ceeded in getting out of the zone of danger. 
Tt was a little later that the Akatsuki 
received a shell which burst a staum-pipe, 





and caused the death of four men by scald: 
ing. Finding herself surrounded ‘by the 
enemy she concluded that it was over, 


and that nothing remained, but to die hard’ 
Her gunners worked vigorously, and poured 
such @ storm of shot and shell into the nev 
est Russian destroyer that the latter, in 
turn, seems to have become desperite. She 
steamed at full speed for the Akatsuki, ap- 
parently intending to ram or at any rate to 
torpedo. But she missed the Akatsuki by 
about four yards, and the torpedo she dis- 
charged wa equally unsuccessful. As sho 
passed, the Akatsuki’s gunners gave her 
such a dose that she never made another 
effort to fight but steamed away at top speed. 
At this’ moment two other ‘Russian boats 
were within 200 yards of the Akatsuki 
und a fierce fire was interchanged. Just 
then three Russian cruisers emerged from 
the harbour, and the enemy's destroyers 
seem to have ongged them by mistake, 
affording the Akatsuki an opportunity’ to es- 
cape. She had five men killed and two 
wounded, so that the Russians’ fire was of 
poor quality after all. ‘The episode closed 
at 5.30 a.m. so far as concerned the Akatsuki. 
‘The following account which appeurcd in 
the Novi Krai,,” shows the Russian loss to 
have been severer than hitherto reported 
‘The destroyers Stregustchi and Riesitelini 
took part in the action for two hours and 
whalf, at the end of which the Stregustehi 
was sunk and her officers and men, 49 in 
number, were lost. The Riesitelini exploded 
after entering the harbour. The casualties 
on the destroyer Urastoni (7) were four 
officers and two men killed and twelve nen 
wounded. On Gold Hill an officer and two 
men, 2 man each in the 12th battalion and 
in the search light station, and two men in 
the Zith regiment were wounded. 
The “Japan Times” prints a messige 
from Chefoo that there are no Russian troop: 
at Dalny, except volunteers, and that, the 
mines laid in, the ‘harbour “have all ‘een 
aivay' by a gale, ‘Tho same paper has 
elegtam stating that shortly after 
the conclusion of the naval battle on the 10ti 
March off Port Arthur a certain Japanese 
cruiser proceeded near the entrance of the 
harbour with the object of reconuoitring the 
enemy. While thus cruising, the men on 
board the cruiser sighted what they thowsht 
ty be a wine. They at: once fired at the ob- 
ject with their rifles when it exploded with 
considerable force. In connection with the 
above, the report further says a Japanese 
aval oficer declared that the object of the 
Russians in sinking two Russian stear 
the entracce to that port, under the. 
tion of Vice-Admiral Makaroff, was probably 
to prevent the drifting of mines, since tl 
current wb the entrance is extremely strong. 
Other news from the “Japan Times” is 
that Port Arthur is now garrisoned by about 
5,000 men in the forts and a small number 
of cavalry and artillery. In addition there 
are also in and abcut Port Arthur three in 
fartry regiments. Defences are being erected 
in the rear of the port.—The Asahi's Tien- 


















































tsin correspondent says that Russia formerly 
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intended to place her military headquarters 
at Haichéng and Lisoyang and. thence to 
march the troops to the bank of the Yalu. 
Now that it is believed the Japanese will 
Jand in the neighbourhood of Newchwang, 
the Russians have either to fight in the plains 
of the Liao or retreat to Moukden. Ap- 
parently they are leaving Port Arthur pen- 
insvla for the North.—There is a rumour 
that Lieut. Colonel Madrinoff has again beea 
dispatched to Manchuria as a staff officer in 
the Third Russian Army Corps. This officer 
was formerly in Manchuria, but was ordered 
home some time ago. During his previous 
stay in Manchuria, he made himself notorious 
in connection with the hiring of Chinase 
mounted bandits for the Russian service and 
by the establishment of the Russian Timber 
Company on the” Yalu.—It is reported that 
there i's shortage of officers for the Siberian 
and ‘Trans-Baikal troops.—It is estin 
that, 20,000 Russian troops have reached 
Harbin;' four hundred have been sent to 
Niuchwang and 2,000 to_ Viadivostock. 
‘There are many thousands of Ruspixn soldiers 
in hospital. The supplies of munitions are 
very inadequate.—There is feverish activity 
Jn Russian naval eicles to prepare @ new 
leet. 
‘The “Kobo Herald” says the Russian des- 
troyer Emylia (850 tons) was found derelict 
and without her crew off Penfred, and towed 
into Concarneau, Brittany, by the tugboat 
Pen Mané, in the early ‘part of last month. 
‘What became of her crew was not known. 
‘The story that the Czar was coming enst 
originated in Rome.

An Impudent Theft. 

‘An anemployed native was charged with 
being concerned, together with others not 
in custody, in ntealing five steel girders, 
valued at. Tis. 200, from No. 14, Nankiny 
Road, the scene of the lst Huh Lee fire, 
on the 29th inst. A Peking Road shop- 
Keeper was also charged in connection 
with the same matter, with receiving the 
said steel girders on the 20th instant, 
well knowing the same t» have been 
stolen. 

Taspector Matheson said that the first 
prisoner and two other men, nt arrested, 
took a wheelbarrow to the premises, No. 
14, Nanking Road, loaded it with the 
steel girders, and carried them off. ‘They 
then sold them .to. the second prisoner, 
who although the girders were of the 
value of Tis. 200, only gave them $12.80 
for them. This was proof that he knew 
the property to have been stolen. 

‘A representative of Messrs. D. Sassoon 
and Co, the owners of the stolen property, 
said that the recovered property was 
useless to his firm, as the girders had been 
cut into small pieces. They were mado 
for a specific purpose, to a certain length, 
and were almost worthless in their present 
state. He could not as yet state their 
exact value, and asked that the receiver 
be remanded in custody until he hid as- 
certained the value of the stolen property. 
On the 29th instant he visited the pre- 
mises where the theft occurred and noticed 
the first prisoner there. He asked him 
what business he had there, and his uu- 
satisfactory replies led to his arrest.

and further pleaded that the stock and 
share transactions were not honi-fide sales 
and purchasas but gambling transactions. 





In his opening statement, Mr. Morgan 
Phillips ssid that Kiang was formerly & 
compradore in the omploy of Frazar and 
Co. He had speculated heavily in 
stocks and sbares and failed to meet his 
liabilities at the March settlement, 1903, 
owing large debts amounting to three ot 
four lacs, of which upwards of Tis. 248,000 
were actually proved in Kinng’s bank- 
ruptey. The plaintiff alleged * that 
Kiang had formed 1 syndicate for the 
purpose of speculating in stocks and 
shares, and the defendants became part- 
ers in the syndicate in the manner stated 
in the petition. Wang Liu-ting had 
originally held two of the ten shares in 
the partnership, but in 1902, when called 
upon t» pay in some more money to the 
syndicate he was unable to do so, and an 
arrangement was made whereby he trans- 
ferred one of his shares to Ching Liu- 
cheng. Towards the end of 1902 Wang 
Liu-tiog wrote to Kiang. saying that, 
he wished his interest in the putuership 
to terminate at the end of that Chinese 
year. After October, 1902, however, the 
‘liexte had entered into large transac- 
1s for the forward delivery of shares fur 
March, April, May, June aud July, and 
Kinng, or the syndicvte was unable to 
meet his or its envagements at the 
March settlement, 1908. Wang Liu-ting 
died in the spring of 1903, ant Wang 
Ye- yd Yuen Pao-ting were 
personal representatives. Kiang becam 
bankrupt and the plaintiff was appointed 
trustee of the estate, Kiany's assets 
vesting in the plaintiff by order 
of the Mixed Court, Wang Tso-ming 
had cule! upon Mr. L. E, P, Jones (Mes- 
srs. Dowdall, Hanson and MeNeill) in 
Auzust 1903 and made a statement to him, 
admitting that he had an interest in the
